The ominous clatter of the Chairman’s 
gavel brought business toa stand-still in the Stock 
Exchange at 10:16 o'clock yesterday morning. 
Members pushed their way eagerly up to the 
rostrum. Exciting rumors had been afloat in 
the Street for fully half an hour before the 
opening of the Exchange, and most of the brok- 
ers felt that disaster was impending. None, 
however, anticipated the wild and demoralizing 
panic that stirred Wall-street within the next 
two hours. 

Fully 500 members of the Exchange listened to 
the official announcement that Nelson Robinson 
& Co., otf No. 18 Wall-street, were unable to meet 
theirengagements. Bad news from this quarter 
was significant, and startled looks were inter- 
changed as the members asked each other what 
it portended. “Can it be possible that George I. 
Seney has gone to the wall?” was asked by 
shrewd old brokers who knew that the sons of 
the President of the Metropolitan Bank were 
members of the suspended firm. It needed buta 
hint to revive the rumors of two or three days 
ago that the Metropolitan Bank was in trouble, 
and within 10 minutes messengers from scores of 
firms were dispatched to that institution to as- 
certain the facts. 

Trading was resumed in a half-hearted way 
on the fioor of the Exchange, and the members 
had begun to form small knots here and there 
when the Chairman’s hammer fell a second time. 
There was another rush toward the rostrum and 
Pager ears caught the intelligence that O. M. 
Bogart & Co., the well-known note brokers, and 
Goffe & Kandle, of No. 5 New-street, had. sus- 
pended, This was at 10:30 o’clock, just half an 
hour after the Exchange opened. A buzz of 
suppressed excitement went around the large 
room, but there was no violent demonstration 
as yet. 

Anxiety and fear were depicted in hundreds of 
faces, but the tendency to an outbreak was re- 
strained by the expectation that something 
worse was tocome. The stock market began to 
sink as if under some tremendous weight, and no 
stock on the list escaped the panicky feeling. 

While the buying and selling of stocks went 
steadily on the excited traders scarcely removed 
their eyes from the Chairman, who stood calmly 
at his desk with his portentous gavel poised in 
mid-air. Suddenly it fell for the third time and 
& murmur of despair went up. 

“Hatch & Foote announce their inability to 
meet their engagements,” read Mr. Mitchell. 

A veil such as has not been heard in the Stock 
Exchange since the panic of 1878 responded to 
this announcement. It was a prolonged wail of 
desperation, and cries of “* Where will this end ?” 
* Where will itend?’’ were heard from every 
side. Theshout wastwice repeated, and thena 
depressing silence ensued. Several of the mem- 
bérs hastily departed for their offices, and those 
who remained made an effort to go on with the 
regular business of the Exchange. Soon the 
fact that J. C. Williams, a broker at No. 36 
Broad-street, had suspended was declared. No- 
body seemed to pay any attention to this state- 
ment..A moment afterward the suspension of 
the Metropolitan Bank was formally announced, 
and the excitement rose to fever heat. 

The hundreds of men and women who had 
crowded into the small galleries at either end of 
the board-room looked with wonder down upon 
the tumultuous spectacle. Brokers rushed aim- 
lessly hither and thither, catching each other by 
the arms or shoulders. For a few minutes it 
seemed, to the uninitiated, as if every man on 
the floor had lost his head. The uproar was deaf- 
ening. It wasaterrible medley of noises witb- 
out intelligible words. The hands on the huge 
electric clock indicated the hour of 1], and the 
wildest panic that Wail-street had known for 15 
years was under full headway, both inside and 
outside of the Exchange building. 

The excitement was contagious, and soon the 
bustle and crowding in the galleries became so 
alarming that the officers of the Exchange 
ordered all of the visitors to be excluded. Sub- 
sequently the outside doors were closed to all 
but members. It wasat this time that the re- 
port swept through’ the Street that the Stock 
Exchange had been obliged to suspend business. 
Some of the more excitable members of the Ex- 
change had actually suggested to members of 
the Governing Committee that the Exchange be 
closed for the day, but more conservative coun- 
sels prevailed. Coo]-headed members pointed 
out that the closing would only add to the panic, 
and the proposition was promptly dropped. The 
large volume of business in the Exchange during 
the remainder of the day proved the wisdom of 
this course. 

While stirring scenes were being enacted with- 
in the walis of the Exchange, the excitement in 
Wall-street and the adjacent thoroughfares was 
swelling to indescribable proportions. Great 
crowds of people flocked to that particular lo- 
cality. Each successive announcement of fact 
started half a dozen rumors, which were passed 
from lip to lip with telegraphic rapidity. Bank- 
ers and brokers whose interests were varied and 
far-reaching were kept in a perpetual commo- 
tion. Each new-comer brougbt tidings of disas- 
ter or threatened ruin. Trustworthy clerks were 
kept busy tracing the numerous rumors and 
sifting out the facts. 

One of the ugly features of the day was the 
ruthless manner with which the names of banks 
were bandied about. Scarcelya bank withina 
radius of half a mileof the Stock Exchange es- 
caped suspicion, and incipient *‘runs” were start- 
ed in half a dozen institutions that proved to be 
perfectiy solvent. Depositors, each in @ more or 
less feverish state of anxiety, presented them- 
selves at the Tellers’ windows of the Phenix, the 
’ Union, the Wall-Street, and the Gallatin Nation- 
al Banks, but they were speedily reassured as to 
the soundness of those institutions. Reports 
were in circulation about noon that “runs” 
were being made on the Fourth National and 
United States National Banks, but officers of 
those two banks laughed the statements to scorn. 
President Baldwin, of the first named institution, 
said that his bank was not only as firm as a rock, 

but that there had not been an excited customer 
inside of it during the day. 

As might have been expected, Jay Gould did 
not escape the shower of startlingrumors. His 
office and the offices of W. E. Connor & Co. were 
watched as eagerly by the excited Wall-street 
traders as the Stock Exchange itself. Just before 
the Metropolitan Bank closed its doors Mr. Gould 
was seen in front of that institution walking up 
Broadway. He was apparently as calm as though 
there was no panic. An acquaintance rushed up 
tohim and exclaimed excitedly: “ Mr. Gould 
what is going to be the end of this?” 

The little black bearded man scarcely stopped 
in his walk as he replied in a very low tone: “ It 
jooks as if things would touch bottom.” 

“Do you think the disaster will be wide- 
spread 7’ persisted the questioner. 

” Phere seems to be a panicky feeling,” quietly 
aneWered Mr. Gould, as he ptstiod his war 
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through the rapidly increasing knot of curious 
listeners and proceeded up the street to the 
Western Union Building. 

Even while Mr. Gould was walking calmly up 
the street rumors of his own impending ruin 
were being widely discussed. Stories were afloat 
that he had withdrawn all of his securities from 
his vaults in-the trust companies and the Stock 
Exchange and was endeavoring to borrow money 
uponthem. “ Pooh! pooh!” said Mr. Gould’s 
energetic partner, Morosini, whén he was asked 
about these rumors. “That is all nonsense,” 
said Mr. Connor, when his attention was called 
to the same stories. Both of these gentlemen 
agreed in the statement that Mr. Gould had 
neither borrowed nor tried to borrow a dollar 
during the day. 

An eager and persistent crowd of several 
thousand persons filled the sidewalks on Broad- 
way from Pine-street to Exchange-place, and in 
Wall-street from Broadway to William-street. 
The crowds in Wall and New streets made those 
narrow thoroughfares almost impassable. From 
11 o’clock A. M. until 3 P. M. the busiest portion 
of Wall-street was literally packed with people. 
The stages and other vehicles were obliged to 
squeeze their way through with the utmost delib- 
eratenessand caution. The Wall-street entrance 
to the Stock Exchange seemed to be the chief 
object of interest, and the three muscular police- 
men who stood guard there had their hands full 
to keep the excitable element in the crowd from 
invading the building. Each bit of information 
that came out over the ceaseless ** tapes” which 
were fed by the down-town news agencies was 
snapped up with avidity and passed rapidly up 
the street, expanding and gaining in sensational- 
ism as it progressed. About noon newspaper 
“ extras” were issued, and their circulation up 
town increased the stream of excited information- 
seekers that poured toward the financial centre. 

From the windows of Assistant Treasurer 
Acton's office, in the United States Sub-Treasury, 
Secretary Folger witnessed the assembling of 
the crowd and the development of the panic. 
He had but just arrived in this city from hls 
home in Geneva, and was wholly unprepared for 
the startling events that greeted him. As soon 
as his presence in the Sub-Treasury became 
known, President Hatch, of the Stock Exchange; 
President Baldwin, of the Fourth National Bank; 
Cashier Sherman, of the Bank of Commerce, and 
two or three other bankers called to see him. No 
formal conference was held, but each gentleman, 
including the Secretary, expressed a desire that 
something should be done to prevent the banks 
from becoming involved in the disastrous effects 
of the panic. 


“Tam willing to do anything that I can,” said 
Secretary Folger, “ but, of course, the law does 
not provide for any interference by the Govern- 
ment in such financial disturbances.” 

It was suggested that perhaps some relief might 
be afforded the money market if the Treasury 
would hasten payment on the last call of bonds. 
Secretary Folger promptly penned the following 
telegram to Assistant Secretary H. F. French, at 
Washington: 

“ Announce thsetbonds of the one hundred and twen- 
ty-seventh call, due June 20, will be paid on presenta- 
tion—although not payable by terms of call—with in- 
terest to date of payment.” 

The bonds included in this call amount to $10,- 
000,009. Mr. Folger remained in the Sub-Treas- 
ury until nearly 2 o’clock. He left for Washing- 
ton later in the afternoon. 

While the crowds in the streets grew larger 
and larger there was a noticeable absence of 
boisterous persons. The men who thronged the 
sidewalks. gutters, and office doorways were 
mostly well-dressed and mild-mannered men who 
looked and acted as if they might be person- 
ally interested in financial affairs. The broad 
and steep stone steps of the Sub-Treas- 
ury Building afforded seats for several hun- 
dred spectators, including numerous ladies. 
The proportion of visitors not usually seen in 
Wall-street was very large. Persons of promi- 
nence in up-town social and business circles 
came down in hot haste to see what was going 
on in the mysterious haunts of the * bulls” and 
the “ bears.”’ Although police detectives were 
liberally distributed through the crowds, there 
was but little forthem to do, it is stated, as the 
professional pickpocket was conspicuously ab- 
sent. A veteran detective remarked as he gazed 
vacantly into space: ** This is a cold day, and the 
professional pickpocket wants to keep all he has 
got.” 

Trading in the Stock Exchange went on with 
terrible earnestness after the reaction that fol- 
lowed the ominous statement of the suspension 
of George I. Seney’s bank. The excitement on 
the floor was intense, but not turbulent. Dis- 
trust of every security on the list was the 
marked feature of the trading, and stocks, both 
good and bad, were relentlessly hammered. 
Most of the leading securities dropped from 5 to 
10 points, the Vanderbiilts suffering equally with 
the Gould stocks. New-York Central only de- 
preciated about 244, but Michigan Central went 
down from 77 to 65. Missouri Pacific tumbled 
from 78% to 6644. Western Union dropped from 
55 to 49, Union Pacific from 45% to 39, North- 
west common from 107% to 99, Omaha common 
from 2934 to 25, Omaha preferred from 9044 to 
8614, and St. Paul from 73% to 6334. Most of 
these stocks recovered a few points at the closing. 

The outside crowds were discussing the possi- 
bilities of the extraordinary depreciation in the 
better class of securities when the excitement 
was stimulated by the anouncement of the sus- 
pension of Donnell, Lawson & Simpson, of No. 
102 Broadway. A thousand busy tongues were 
soon busily wagging over an incorrect report 
that here wasa firm that had $2,000,000 on de- 
posit in the Metropolitan Bank. Scarcely had 
the factof the suspension of this firm gotten 
into circulation before the startling statement 
came over the “tapes” that Hotchkiss & Burn- 
ham, of Broad-street,one of the best known 
firms down town, were embarrassed. A rush 
was made for the offices of the last named firm, 
and within three minutes more than 50 persons 
stood in front of No. 36 Broad-street clamoring 
for information. Mr. Burnham himself corrob- 
orated the report, and frankly admitted to all in- 
quirers that his firm had been forced to a tem- 
porary suspension. 

When the Trinity bells struck the hour of 3 P. 
M., and business ceased in the Stock Exchange, 
the great crowds remained undiminished. The 
number of concerns that had suspended during 
the day already counted up to eight, but the ex- 
pectant throng waited for more. They did not 
wait in vain, for in a short time news came that 
the Atlantic State Bank, of Brooklyn, had closed 
its doors. While this was being talked over 
messenger boys by the dozen went rushing 

wildly down Wall-street from the office of 
Russell Sage, which_is -in the same build- 
ing that contains the offices of W. E. Con- 
nor & Co., at Broadway and Rector-street. Soon 
the topic uppermost in the discussion of “* the 
Street” was that Russell Sage had declined to re- 
ceive any more stocks on his outstanding privi- 
leges. Many persons hastened to Mr. Sage’s 
office and found the entrance thereto crowded 
with anxious inquirers. The small window 
through which outsiders are sometimes permit- 
ted to peep into the outer office was closed. A 
gentleman tapped on it and it was opened slight- 
ly by Mr. Sage’s faithful messenger. 

*“*Mr. Sage cannot be seen,” was the brisk 


fm of the young man to an attempted ques- 
on. 


* But is it true—” 

“No, it 1s not true,” said the young man. 
“ Nothing is true.” And the window was closed 
with a bang. ) 

Soon afterward Mr. Sage authorized the state- 
ment that he had not declined to receive any 
of his puts, although they had come upon him 
like an avalanche. He had simply availed 
_himself of an old rule requiring the holders 
of privileges to give 24 hours’ notice of 
their intention to “ put’ the stocks. This no- 
tice was exacted at 1:45 P. M., but Mr. Sage 
‘continued to receive such notices until after 3 
o'clock. It was stated thet b took all 
of the stock put to Him by ru of privi- 
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leges who had given notice on the previous day. 
Among Wall-street brokers the belief prevailed 
that Mr. Sage had been cailed upon to carry an 
enormously heavy load. Ft was estimated that 
since Monday last Mr. Sage has had fully 200,000 
shares of stocks “ put” to him, in many cases the 
market prices being from 10 to 15 points below 
the put price. On the basis of such differences 
it was easy to figure Mr. Sage more than $1,000,- 
000 out of pocket. As the honorable gentleman 
is reputed to be worth ten times that amount, 
however, it is thought that he can stand the 
pressure. 

The cause of this financial whirlwind was dis- 
cussed extensively and from many stand-points. 
Cool-headed and conservative bankers reviewed 
the situation in their back offices and in most 
instances drew encouraging conclusions. Bluff 
“Uncle Rufus” Hatch walked through Wall- 
street and smiled benignantly upon everybody. 
“This thing was inevitable,” said he, “but I 
think we have seen the worst of it. There is like- 
ly to be a healthful reaction. I have got $109 in 
the bank with which to come in on the up- 
ward turn.” James R. Keene and his friend 
John Pondir walked slowly up Broadway arm in 
arm. “I seem to have company,” said Mr. 
Keene, “and misery loves company. [f I were to 
venture any opinion at all, I should say that bet- 
ter times would follow.” That yesterday's panic 
was the culmination of the persistent liquidation 
that has been going on in Wall-street during the 
past two years was very generally believed. The 
extraordinary depreciation of securities, it 
was argued, had left the country in much 
better shape to cope with a financial 
panic than it: was in either 1&9 or 
1873. Figures were cited as rollows: The present 
tota! capitalization of the railroads of this coun- 
try is $7,320,409,461. The highest market value of 
quotable stocks and bonds since July 1, 1881, was 
$5,664,471,755. The market value of the samé se- 
curities in March, 1884, was $4,478,951,574, show- 
inga depreciation of $1,185,520,181. The process 
of liquidation received a strong impetus in the 
collapse of the Northern Pacific securities last 
Fall. Since then the most strenuous efforts of 
such men as Vanderbilt and Gould have been re- 
quired to keep the market braced up. The finan- 
cial downfall of James R. Keene, a fortnight ago, 
seems to have acted as the entering wedge for 
the present disruption. Distrust and fear was 
aroused in financial circles by the ugly circum- 
stances attending the suspension of the Marine 
Bank and the failure of the firm of Grant & Ward, 
and utter demoralization was caused by the al- 
leged defalcation of President Eno, of the Second 
National Bank, and the consequent embarrass- 
ment entailed upon the firm of A. Dyett & Co. 
The successive shocks of these rapidly -accumu- 
lating disasters proved to be more than the mar- 
ket could stand, and as Mr. Vanderbilt was out 
of the country, and as Mr. Gould has fully as 
much as he can attend to in looking after 
his own complicated interests, there was no 
force of sufficient power to stay the crisis. 

The first consideration among the bankers yes- 
terday was to restore confidence in reputable 
financial institutions. For the purpose of ac- 
complishing something in this direction a special 
meeting of the Clearing-house Association 
was called. The session began at 1:30 o’clock, 
and every bank belonging to the association 
was represented. The meeting lasted over 
an hour, and its proceedings were char- 
acterized by the sober deliberation and weighty 
expressions of men who felt that they had an im- 
portant duty to perform and the ability to per- 
form it. All concurred in the opinion that only 
by the prompt determination of all the banks to 
aid each other in the emergency could the tend- 
ency of {everything to go to pieces be arrested 
and wide-spread ruin averted. The following 
resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That in view of the present crisis the banks 
in this association unite forthe purpose of sustaining 
each other and the business community. 

Resolved, That a Committee of Five be appointed 
by the Chair to receive from banks, members 
of the asscciation, bills receivable and other 
securities to be approved by = said com- 
mittee who shall be authorized to issue thereupon to 
such depositing banks certificates of deposit, bearing 
interest at 6 per cent. per annum, not in excess of 75 
per cent. of the securities or bills receivable so de- 
posited, except in the case of United States bonds, and 
said certificates shall be received and puid in settlement 
of balances at the Clearing-house. 

As soon as the action of the Clearing-house As- 
sociation became known on the Street there was 
a perceptible feeling of relief. Members of the 
Stock Exchange, almost without exception, re- 
mained in their offices to await the outcome of 
the meeting of bank Presidents. The leading 
brokers freely commended the resolution passed 
by the bankers, and said that all they needed was 
to have the banks stand firm and that they 
would then pull through without further serious 
trouble. The crowds in the street rapidly thinned 
out after 4 o’clock, and by 5:30 o’clock there were 
no external traces of excitement left in the vi- 
cinity of Wall-street. 

The Produce Exchange felt the disturbing ef- 
fects of jthe panicina peristent depression of 
nearly every commodity dealt in. There were 
no outward fears of impending disaster among 
the produce brokers, but the uncertainty that 
characterized the stock market produced a dis- 
couraging effect. When news came from the 
Stock Exchange that at 2:45 o'clock money was 
loaning at24%to3per cent. for the day things 
looked very blue. Wheat fell off during the day 
214 cents a bushel, corn from 44 to 3% cent, and 
oats from \& to 342cent. 

The cotton market was depressed about 10 
points, but rallied toward the close of the day. 

A very feverish feeling pervaded both Oil Ex- 
changes, and there were some apprehensions of 
failures. Oil opened at 914g per barrel, dropped 
to $1, and closed at 8154. 

In the failures, exclusive of the two banks, the 
liabilities as given aggregate about $6,000,000. In 
only two of the cases—O. M. Bogart & Co. and 
Hatch & Foote—do the suspended firms regard 
their closing as definite, and in these instances 
assignments have been made. The other 
houses profess an ability to weather the 
storm if given a little time in which to 
realize on their securities. They declined to sell 
these securities while the market was in the con- 
dition it was yesterday, when prices were gen- 
erally upset. This is given as the reason why no 
detailed estimate is furnished as to the value of 
the assets. 

The Directors of the Metropolitan Bank an- 
nounced at midnight, after a session of several 
hours, that business would be resumed by that 
bank to-day. 


THE METROPOLITAN BANK. 


THE REASONS FOR ITS SUSPENSION—TO RE- 


SUME PAYMENTS TO-DAY. 


The announcement of the suspension of 
the Metropolitan National Bank, of which 
George I. Seney, the Brooklyn railroad specu- 
lator and. philanthropist, is President, was 
among the earliest tokens of the impending 
trouble. The surprise with which the announce- 
ment was received was tempered somewhat by 
the fact that rumors concerning the stability of 
the institution had been current for several 
days. When the Marine Bank closed its doors on 
Tuesday of last week the Metropolitan was be- 
lieved to be heavily involved. On that 
day President Seney said to a Tres _ re- 
porter, in contradicting the rumor: “ This 
bank was never in a stronger position or 
better able to meet all demands that 
can be made on it than it is to-day, and the story 
that it is in any way involved is a purely mali- 
cious fabrication.”” Notwithstanding this em- 


phatic devia!, the story of tppenting trouble 
or the Metropolitan continued to be circulated, 
and depositors, taking the alarm, have bven 
drawing out largely from the bank ever since. 
When the accounts of the Clearing-house As- 
sociation were made up yesterduy morning it 
was found that there was a balance of $576,000 
against the Metropolitan, and the officers of the 
bank were called on to make it good. It was 
created by certified checks winch had been

this firm is the son-in-law of President Seney, 
and his two partners, Robert and George I. 
Seney, Jr.. are sons of Mr. Seney, and it was as- 
serted that the bank had been holding this firm 
up forseveral days by advancing them large 
sums of money on over-certifications. The ofli- 
cers of the bank were unable to make good their 
balance of $576,000 at the Clearing-house, and 
President Seney, after a consultation with the 
Directors, who had “been in session allthe morn- 
ing, ordered the suspension of all further pay- 
ments for the day and the closing of the bank. 

This action was taken at 11:20 0’clock in the 
morning. At that time along line of anxious 
depositors was stretched from the Paying Teller’s 
window to the door, and the Teller was a 
out money on their checks as fast as he coul 
handle them. When the order to suspend was 
eres the dy bw Teller shut his window in the 
ace of the depositors, and announced that no 
more checks would be honored during the day. 
The depositors who were thus shut off from re- 
ceiving their money gazed at each other in aston- 
ished indignation, gathered together in knots, 
and discussed the situation in loud and angry 
words. Mr. Seney and the Directors were shut 
up in the President’s private room, fronting 
Broadway, and angry and threatening glances 
were cast by the crowd, which was continually 
increasing by new arrivals, toward the door of 
this apartment. Two policeman soon arrived, 
however, the throng of depositors was cleared 
from the bank, and the officers stationed them- 
selves at the door, and prevented all new-comers 
from entering. Then a crowd gathered on the 
steps, and on the sidewalk in front of the build- 
ing, and all day long the walk was biocked b 
excited depositors and curious men, who too 

uite as much interest, apparently, in the situa- 
tion of affairs as those, more unfortunate, whose 
money was locked upinthe bank. Neither de- 
positors nor curiosity-seekers, however, could 

in any information of the state of affairs at 
he bank, and to all questions sent in to the Board 
of Directors the stereotyped answer was re- 
turned, ** There will be no statement to-day. The 
bank is fully able to pay all its depositors and 
stockholders.” 

The Board of Directors continued in session all 
the afternoon, examining the secu ities of the 
bank and trying to make up their-minds what to 
doin regard to resuming. United States Bank 
Examiner Scriba visited the bank shortly after I 
o’ciock and took possession of all the property. 
Meanwhile, the action of the Clearing-house 
Association, deciding to issue certificates of de- 
posit to the extent of not more than 75 per cent. 
of bills receivable or securities deposited with its 
committee, and to receive such certificates in 
settlement of balances, was reported to the 
board by Superintendent Camp and _ Presi- 
dent Palmer, of the Broadway Bank, and 
this information gave a chance of relief upon 
which the Directors seized eagerly. The bank 
holds a large quantity of securities, and if these 
could be used in ‘its business without sacrificing 
them at a forced sale it was said that the bank 
could straighten out its affairs and the suspen- 
sion would be only temporary. Soon after 3 
o'clock the myn Comittee of the 
Clearing-house, composed of Presidents W. L. 
Jenkins, of the Bank of America; William Dowd, 
of the Bank of North America; O. D. Baldwin, 
of the Fourth National: Richard King, of 
the Bank of Commerce, and George §. 
Coe, of the American Exchange Bank, en- 
tered the bank and began an _ examination 
of the securities, a work which contip- 
ued wellinto the night. The amount of ready 
cash needed to place the bank on its feet is 
$3,000,000, and if the committee find that the se- 
curities will justify the Clearing-house in ad- 
vancing the required amount, it will so report 
this morning, and the bank wiil be lifted out of 
its troubles at once, and may resume to-day. 
The Directors, who are all wealtby men, passed 
a good part of the afternoon in considering 
the proposition, in case the securities were not 
found sufficient to justify the Clearing-house in 
taking this action, of advancing the money them- 
selves, but no definite result was arrived at. 


THE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


The Clearing-house Committee remained in the 
bank steadily at work examining its affairs until 
midnight. Just before 12 o’clock the reporters 
were summoned into the bank, where Mr. Camp, 
the manager of the Clearing-house, read to them 
the following statement: 

“The Clearing-house Committee have made an exam- 
ination of the Metropolitan National Bank and find 
that the assets justify them in recommending tothe 
Loan Committee to advance the amount required to 
enable the bank to immediately resume business.” 

Mr. Camp, when asked to state the amount re- 
quired by the bank, said that he did not know it, 
as the officers of the bank were the persons to fix 
it. He added, however, that if he did know it he 
would not tell, It was ascertained, however, 
that the sum is $3,000,000, as is above stated. 

President Seney, who remained in the bank 
during the whole time the examination was going 
on, resolutely declined to say anything either as 
to what forced the bank to suspend or as to the 
condition of his individual affairs. 

“The bank is not in as bad a condition as was 
reported,’. said Mr. William Dowd after the com- 
mittee adjourned, “It will resume to-morrow.’, 

* Will there be any furtber failures?” 

“No. I don’t think there will. Over-certifica- 
tion will be permitted as it has been. Every 
—_ that issound will be assisted if it needs 

e)p.’ 

Hire there any others that are unsound?” 

* No, I don’t think there are.” 

“Are Mr. Seney’s private affairs much in- 
volved?” 

*T don't know anything about that. We were 
not investigating Mr. Seney’s affairs but the 
bank’s. All we have to say, or the public need to 
know, is contained in the statement which has 
been furnished vou.” 

“Tt was stated on the Street that the Metro- 
olitan National Bank would require $3,000,000 
o enabieit to resume business.” 

“ Well, it will.” 

* Howisthat if the balance required of the 
bank by the Clearing-house was only $576,000?” 

“Why, they will have to make allowance for 
an anticipated run to-morrow and next day.” 

* Who will furnish the required sum ?” 

“The Loan Committee of the Clearing-house. 
The official statement which we have just given 
you explains that.” 


THE AFFAIRS OF THE BANK. 

The Directors of the Metropolitan National 
Bank are George I. Seney, President; H. L. Pier- 
son, Solon Humphreys, Henry A. Hurlbut, Au- 

ustus L. Richards, Isaac H. Bailey, William H. 
Toe, Robert B. Minturn, and Samuel Snethar. 
The bank 1s the clearing-house of a large num- 
ber of country banks, whose funds are now 
locked up here, and unless the Metropolitan re- 
sumes at once there is no doubt that many of its 
correspondents will be forced to suspend, so that 
the efiect of this failure will be widely and dis- 
astrously felt throughout the country. Some of 
these out-of-town banks perfected arrangements 
yesterday for having their checks drawn on the 
Metropolitan honored, and the doors of the 
banks were plastered all over with notices of 
the places where checks would be cashed. 
The First National Bank of this city 
will honor the checks of the First Na- 
tional of Utica and the Maverick Na- 
tional of Boston; the Hanover National of this 
city, those of the Bank of Attica of Buffalo, 
the Third National of Decatur, Ill., the Batavia 
of Lacrosse, Wis., and the Third’ National of 
Dayton, Ohio; the Chase National Bank, those 
of the Lake Shore of Dunkirk, and of Aaron 
Claflin & Co.; the Park National Bank, of the 
Second National of Cooperstown; the Bank of 
New-York, those of Holmes & Son of Pittsburg; 
the Bank of Commerce, those of Marshall, Field 
& Co., and the Flour City Bank of Chicago; the 
United States Hank, those of the Jefferson County 
Bank of Watertown, N. Y.,and the Mercantile 
National Bank, those of the Central of Rome,

One of the Directors of the Metropolitan said 
to a TrMeEs reporter late yesterday afternoon: 
“The failure been precipitated by the un- 
precedented demand of depositors for their 
money. Within the last few days some $4,000,000 
or $5,000,000 have been drawn out. I was thun- 
derstruck when Mr. Seney called the Directors 
together this morning, and I found what a drain 
had been made on,the cash resources of the 
bank; but we ail became satisfied that if we paid 
out all our cash and had to fall back on our se- 
curities we would have to sacrifice them at a fig- 
ure much below their value, and we thought the 
only proper course to pursue for the safety of 
the depositors was to close up the bank. There 
is nothing to impugn the ee gig od fair-deal- 
ing of any officer of the bank. ere has been 
no defalcation and no rehypothecation of secu- 
rities. We have a largeamount of call logns out- 
standing, on all of which we hold securities, but 
some of these have depreciated greatiy, and we 
don’t want to throw them on the market sud- 
denly. I have no doubt that if we are given time 
we shall be able to pay all depositors and stock- 


beers full.” . RES 
caused rs to make guch an 
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of them being the fact that President Seney has 
been so largely interested in railroads, and the 
* dead set’ which the bears have made upon him 
lately. He has made several loans from the 
bank for the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia Railroad, in which he is interested, and the 
assets of the bank consist largely of the bonds of 
thiscompany. I won’t say what amount of this 
collateral the bank holds, but it is millions. 
These bonds were quoted at 73 some time ago, 
but they have dropped‘considerably. Then we 
have some $3,000,000 or $4,000,000 of call loans, 
for which we have ail the collaterals in hanc 
now. The depreciation in all kinds of stock and 
newspaper attacks on Seney for his connection 
with railroad enterprises frightened the depos- 
itors, and they wanted their money. That is the 
main cause of the failure.” 

“ Were large loans made to Nelson Robinson 
& Co.?” 

“Yes, we have made large loans to them, and 
Bogart has a few thousand, but we hold good 
collateral for that. The last time Mr. Seney was 
elected President he told the Directors that he 
was going to get out of his railroad enterprises, 
as they made peoess talk about him. He has 
been in the bank for 30 years, andall the Direct- 
ors have the most implicit confidence in his 1n- 
tegrity. In ordinary times we could have tided 
over this trouble, but with a depressed market 
and the depositors drawing on us by wholesale, 
we thought it best to surrender everything to 
Examiner Scriba and suspend until we could see 
our way clear.”’ 

A dispateh was received in the afternoon from 
Controller Cannon at Washington, in which he 
says that a Receiver will not be appointed for 
the bank until it is known for a certainty that it 
isinsolvent. The Controller expressed the hope 
that the action taken by the Clearing-house will 
enable the bank to resume. The banking act 
expressly provides that a Receiver shall not be 
appointed unless the Controller is satisfied that 
the bank is insolvent. Mr. Cannon does not con- 
sider suspension in time of panic sufficient cause 
for the appointment of a Receiver unless the 
bank in question is hopelessly insolvent. 


A SKETCH OF MR. SENEY. 


Mr. George I. Seney, who has been the ruling 
spirit of the bank so long, is well known through- 
out the country, not alone because of his exten- 
sive charitable ani other gifts, but also for some 
of the gigantic railroad enterprises in which he 
has been embarked. He was born in Astoria on 
May 12, 1826. His father was the leading Method- 
ist clergyman of that place. His paternal grand- 
father was a member of the first Congress, and 
his paternal great-grandfather wes James Nichol- 
son, first Commodore of the United States Navy. 
Mr. Seney was educated at the Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, Midaletown, Conn., and the University 
of the City of New-York, being graduated from 
the latter in 1847. He bezan his business career 
immediately afterward as Paying Teller of the 
Metropolitan National Bank, with which he has 
ever since been connected. He was successful 
in his numerous financial enterprises and be- 
came noted for his philanthropy. Among 
his more important gifts were the follow- 
ing: Wesleyan University, $550,000: to 
literary institutions. in Georgia, $225,000; 
the Long Island Historical Society’s library 
tund, $100,000; the Seney Hospital in Brooklyn, 
$500,000; the Industrial School for Homeless 
Children, Brooklyn, $25,000; the Brooklyn ve 
and Ear Infirmary, $25,000; the Brooklyn Li- 
brary, $62,000. Mr. Seney’s railroad operations 
have been large and successful. His fortune has 
been variously estimated at from $12,000,000 to 
$20,000.00), of which $9,000,000 is said to have been 
made in a few years by railroad operations. 
Among the notable enterprises with which he 
has been connected are the Ohio Central, the 
Peoria, Evansville and Decatur, the Erie and 
Western, the New-York, Chicago and 8t. Louis, 
and the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia. 
He is President of the last named, and his 
speculations in its stock are supposed to 
have had much to do with the failure. 
The stock was selling yesterday at 5 for 
the common and 9 for the preferred. Less than 
a year ago large blocks of this stock, supposed 
to be for the account of Mr. Seney, were bought 
at ll and 12for the common and 24 for the pre- 
ferred. The stock has been falling in price ever 
since, anditis believed that Mr. Seney bas lost 
Jarge sums of money in endeavoring to support 
it. Ohio Central has also been on the decline, 
and he is credited with yeaa that stock 
also at a great loss. One of Mr. Seney’s greatest 
operations wasthe sale of the New-York, Chica- 
go and St. Louis Road, known asthe “* Nickel 
Plate,” to Mr. Vanderbilt. On Oct. 26, 1882, J. H. 
Devereaux, President of the Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cineinnatt and Indianapolis, purchased a 
controlling interest in the Nickel Plate, paying 37 
forthe preferred stock,of which there was an issue 
of $22,000,000, and 17 forthe commen, of which 
there were $28,000,000. Mr. Devereaux’s connec- 
tion with Mr. Vanderbilt justified every one in 
supposing that the purchase was in his interest, 
which proved to be the case on Jan. 5, 1883, when 
the road. was formally turned over to the Van- 


derbilts. 
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THE FIRMS FORCED TO SUSPEND. 
O. M. BOGART & CO., WITH LIABILITIES OF 
ABOUT $1,000,000. 

As great a surprise as anything to Wall- 
street was the suspension of O. M. Bogart & Co., 
at No. 108 Broadway, corner of Pine-street. 
Bogart & Co. were not as well known as stock 
brokers as they were as bill brokers. They made 
a specialty of dry goods paver and had almost 
a monopoly of that business. They were also 
large dealers in importers’ acceptances and im- 
porters’ paper. Their stock business was by 
no means small, but it was in handling com- 
mercial paper _that the house made its 
name. The firm was considered conservative 
and scrupulousiy honest and honorable. The 
assignment was made to ex-Congressman and ex- 
Tax Commissioner John Wheeler. The members 
of the firm are Orlando M. Bogart, of this city; 
Richard W. Bogart, his nephew, of Yonkers, and 
Alanson M. Wilcox, his son-in-law, of Nyack. 
William H. Bogart, a son of Orlando M., was a 
member of the firm until his death last Winter. 
In their assignment the firm directed the pay- 
ment of all their outstanding checks before the 
costs and commissions of the Assignee were paid, 
and then gave secondary preferences as tollows:

Nobody had looked for trouble in the house, 
and although the failure was not of great mag- 
nitude, it created a great deal of comment. 
Orlando M. Bogart, who is 70 years old, and who 
was confined to his rooms at the Windsor Hotel 
yesterday by illness, was originally in the dry 
ry trade. He wasa member of the firm of 
oyt & Bogart. In 1855 he succeeded George F. 
Robbins & Co. as a note broker. He was 
first in business in the old Chauncey- 
court, subsequently in Nassau-street, and 
later at No. 108 Broadway. About 15 years 
ago he. organized a firm. {His nephew was 
his first partner, and subsequently his son-in- 
law and his son were admitt At the time he 
took his nephew in with him he began doing a 
stock business. His son was the member of the 
Stock Exchange until his death, when the seat 
was transferred to Mr. Wilcox. Mr. Bogart had 
of late years been dealing on his individual ac- 
count in stock privileges, such as “puts,” 
“calls,” and * straddles.” His dealings in privi- 
leges were by no means as important as they 
were imagined to be. He was very careful. He 
never sold privileges for over 100 shares, and was 
careful to keep the chances of loss down to a 
minimum. His classes of stocks were so safe 
that he was an almost steady gainer. In 1876 the 
firm were estimated to be worth $1,000,000, but 
last January their friends placed their capital at 


$400.000. 

Richard W. Bogart said the failure was the re- 
sult of heavy losses sustained by the firm in the 
— three years. They could not, considering 

he times, stand against them any longer, and so 
suspended. The assignment partook largely of 
a precautionary nature. The firm was offered as- 
sistance yesterday to the amount of $500,000. The 
heaviest losses were sustained by the shrinka 
of values. Customers, in the language of Wall. 
street, had laid down on thefirm. Their margins 
had been wiped out and exceeded, and they had 
not made good the balances. In addition to this 
loans had Been called, and the firm did not see its 
way clear. 

O. M. Bogart was seen at the Windsor Hotel 
last night. He said that he expected his house 
toresume. The assignment was made for pru- 
dential reasons. He could not, he said, tell the 
liabilities ur assets. The house hadalarge ac- 
count with the Metropolitan Bank. 

Two years ago the firm lost .000 by the 
forged paper of Sweezy & Dart. ifty thousand 
were lost though Holbrook & Co., and losses 
the failure of F. Meyer & Co. 
Mr. Bogart said it was the general shrinkage and 
losses alone that caused the suspension. He 
would not attempt to give any estimate of the 

tsand liabilities, asthe condition of affairs

signee said he was unfamiliar with the affairs of 
the concern, although he had had dealings with 
the house. 

At the office of Butler, Stillman & Hubbard 
the attorneys of the firm,it was said the failure 
was due to the general shrinkage. The assets 
would not reach a million. The preferences 
given were to secure trust accounts. The gen- 
eral understanding was that the assets were con- 
siderably under ee not $750,- 

A large amount of the paper left with the 
house for negotiation was taken away, as the 
Assignee had no claim gon it. Creditors kept 
ooming all day to the office, but few of them 
thought that from what they could glean the 
fallure would entail any serious losses. Some 
slight embarrassments might be caused in the 
dry goods trade. Mr. Bogart’s son before his 
death suffered some heavy losses which were 
added to the firm’s. 

Hollis L. Powers, the former owner of the 
Grand Central Hotel, had a desk in Bogart & 
Co.’s office where he sold privileges. He dida 
large .business. Buyers paid Mr. Bogart $2 per 
100 shares for guaranteeing them. In that way, 
the idea got out that Mr. Bogart was a large 
dealer in them. Mr. Powers received his as 
fast as they came in yesterday and met those 
with Mr. Bogart’s indorsements the same_ ag 
others. His wealth was much greater than Mr. 
Bogart’s at any time.

HOTCHKISS, BURNHAM & CO. 

The failure of the firm of Hotchkiss, 
Burnham & Co., of No. 36 Broad-street, was an 
nounced about 2:30,and the mews spread like 
wildfire through the “ Street,” for it was one of 
the best known houses on the Stock Exchange; 
being connected by private wires with Boston, 
Albany, and with the Fifth-Avenue, Windsor, 
and New-York Hotels, and also witha branch 
office over the North River Savings Bank, at the 
corner of Eighth-avenue and Thirty-fourth- 
street. The firm was established in 1874 under 
the name of Hotchkies, Burnham & Co., and was 
composed of H. L. Hotchkiss, J. W. Burnham, 
and Schuyler Walden. The last named gentle- 
man severed his connection with the house 
about a month ago, and is, no doubt, 
now congratulating himself upon his escape. 
He took no capital out, however. The firm dida 
large business, and had a numerous clientage, 
including ex-Gov. A. B. Cornell, for whom they 
engineered the celebrated “ blind poo!,” and Mr. 
8. H. Kneeland, whose elevated railroad interests 
they looked after till about a year ago. Both 
members of the firm were members of the Stock 
Exchange, and the senior partner was also a 


member of the New-York Petroleum Exchange, 
while Mr. Burnham held memberships in the 
New-York Mining and the New-York Cotton 
Exchanges. Mr. Hotchkiss began his business 
career as a clerk for the American Exchange 
Rank, and he was at one timea Secretary of the 
Gold and Stock Telegraph Company. Mr. Burn- 
ham, who was from Connecticut, was the — 
talist. On April 18 Mr. Hotchkiss stated that the 
firm had $150,000 cash in capital and undivided 
profits amounting to $100,000. 

Soon after és o'clock a reporter of THE TIMES 
saw Mr. Burnham in his oflice. He evidently 
felt his failure acutely and seemed much broken 
up by it. Hesaid: “* Yes, we are in trouble. I 
am in hopes that it will not turn out a failure, 
however, but simplyga suspension; but I can 
hardly tell yet how that will be. Our troubles 
arose from our customers failing to respond to 
our calls for more margins, which were necessi- 
tated by the tremendous: shrinkage in. values. 
We are trying to get the money owing us, and if 
we succeed we will be able to resume. We 
liquidated largely during the last two days, and 
sold a great many stocks to-day at the market, 
as our customers could not or did not 
come to time, and the pressure was too 
great for us. It is hard to,tell exactly what 
stocks we were carrying principally, but I 
should think we had more Western Union and 
Erie than anything else, but our customers were 
‘long’ not ouly of those, but pretty much allon 
the list. If our people will pay us, we can pay 
every cent we owe and have money over. I 
think that if we have a littie indulgence shown 
to usanda little time given, which I think un- 
der the circumstances we may expcct, we will 
pull through all right. Asa matter of fact. we 
were not compelled to suspend to-day. We 
might have gone over to-night. Our bank ac- 
count was all right, but we thought it would 
avoid complications and be the best thing we 
could do to shut up,and sowe did so. No,I 
cannot give an exact statement of how we 
stand, but 1 should think that in round numbers 
our liabilities would reach $250,000. I am entire- 
ly unable to telleven approximately what our 
assets are.””

HATCH & FOOTE HALT. 

The excitement was heightened when the 
suspension of Hatch & Foote was announced. The 
firm, shortly after the notice was read atthe 
Stock Exchange, sent out the following state- 
ment: “Owing to the shrinkage of securities 
and customers failing to respond to calls for 
margins, and the fact that no market exists for 
good securities, we were convinced that we 
could protect our customers better by suspend- 
ing than in any other way.” 

The members of the firm were seen, but re- 
ferred all matters to the manager, Mr. E. C. Em- 
erson, who said the suspension would be buta 
temporary one, and that the firm was perfectiy 
solvent. Their assets, he said, were largely in 
excess of their liabilities, and consisted almost 
exclusively of first-class railroad bonds, most of 
them selling over par, and Government securi- 
ties. The suspension was wholly due to the ex- 
tensive business carried on, they having a larger 
number of open accounts than any other Stock 
Exchange firm. These accounts were scattered 
all over the country from Maine to Texas, 
and they were thus prevented from reaching 
procure addi- 
tional margins. The firm did a strictly commis- 
sion business and never speculated on its own 
account. They were not in immediate want of 
money, as they had a balance on hand at the 
Fourth National Bank when they determined to 
suspend of fully $100,000. Many offers of assist- 
ance had been received, but all had been de- 
clined, as they wished to ascertain just where 
they stood. 

Mr. Emerson said further that Mr. Hatch had 
a small interest in the Hoosac Tunnel and West- 
ern Railroad, but this was entirely distinct from 
the business of the firm, and had nothing what- 
ever to do with their present difficulties. Inthe 
afternoon the house made an assignment with- 
out preferences, to Mr. Henry W. Reignley, its 
head book-keeper, who was seen, but said be- 
yond the fact of the assignment he could notsay 
anything. He did not know the amount of the 
assets and Habilities,and no ifformation on this 
point could be obtained from either of the part- 
ners or Mr. Emerson. 

The houce has been established for 17 years 
and during that time has always horne the best 
of reputations for ability and integrity, passing 
through the panic of 1873without loss. There 
are but two members of the firm, Mr. D. B. 
Hatch and C. B. Foote, both of whom were for 
years clerks in the office of Messrs. Fisk & Hatch. 
‘Their business has always been carried on with 
prudence and care, and was for a jong time con- 
tined to investment securities and Government 
bonds. Of late years the firm have donean 
enormous speculative business, which is the pri- 
mary cause of their difficulties. In 1883 they 
were estimated to be worth fully $500,000, and 
their credit has always been of the first order. 
They have branch offices connected with the 
main house by private wires at Boston and Nor- 
wich, Conn. en the announcement of their 
suspension reached the latter place there was 
considerable excitement. It was said the losses 
in Norwich would be little or nothing.

CLOSE OF A BROOKLYN BANK. 
THE ATLANTIC STATE CLOSES OWING TQ 
THE METROPOLITAN’S TROUBLES. 


Only one Brooklyn bank has thus far 
been affected. The Atlantic State Bank, on Ful- 
ton-street, opposite Hicks-street, was the Brook- 
lyn correspondent of the Metropolitan National 
Bank, and when the suspension of the latter in- 
stitution was announced its doors were closed. 
Mr. George S. Puffer, the President of the At- 
lantic State Bank, had been in New-York all 
the morning, and it was by his direction, a 
few minutes after 1 o’clock in the afternoon, 
that its doors were closed. Mr. Oliver M. Den- 
ton, Cashier of the bank, said the measure was 
taken as a matter of precaution, and not be- 
cause the bank was unable to meet its liabilities, 
The same official said that his bank would not 
be materially affected by the suspension of the 
Metropolitan Bank. The bank, however, would 
remain closed for the present. Not doubting 
the stability of the Metropolitan Bank, the At- 


lantic State Bank sent to the former yesterday 
morning all its money, and only learned two 
hours later that the bank through which it 
cleared in New-York had closed its doors. 

In answer to further questions as to the trou- 
ble, Mr. Denton said: “*We have no money on 
hand, but we have plenty of means to get it. 
But the unsteady condition of the market makes 
it impossible for us to realize on our securities 
immediately.’ The depositors are all right, how- 
ever.” Mr. Denton refused to state the 
amount of money sent in the morning by 
his bank to ‘the Metropolitan: Bank. Mr. 
Puffer, the President of the bank, said: “The 
Atlantic State Bank closed its doors to-day be- 
cause its transactions with the Metropolitan 
Bank of New-York rendered it advisable to do 
so temporarily. We will be able to get on our 
feet again by to-morrow, I hope, and resume 
business. Our capital is $200,000 and our surplus 
$100,000. I had so much confidence .in the sta- 
bility of our bank that F had made arrangements 
to purchase some of the stock this morning at 
160. 1lcan make no exact statement regar 
our affairs until I learn the condition of the 
Metropolitan Bank. The ccndition of our bank 
depends altogether upon that of the Metro- 
politan.” 

Mr. Puffer also declined to say how much the 
Atlaptic Bank had on deposit with the Metropel- 
itan. On the Ist of May the city of Brooklyn had 
$52,434 76 on —— in the Atlantic Bank to the 
genera] account and $55,754 66 belonging to the 
public schools. ;

THE WORK OF DAME RUMOR. 
FALSE STORIES TOLD ABOUT SOLVENT 
BANKS AND FIRMS. 

Early in the day a rumor was afloat that 
the Phenix National Bank, No. 45 Wall-street, 
was in a shaken condition and would possibly be 
obliged to suspend. The rumor intensified the 
excitement prevalent on the Streef, and a crowd 
of anxious people gathered in front of the bank. 
Numbers of men went into the bank and emerged 
again after a short stay. Most of them wore sat- 
isfied countenances on coming out, and many of 
them were laughing. The impression soon pre- 
vailed that the bank was in a safe condition, and 
at 3 o’clock there was little excitement around 
its doors. The President, Eugene Dutilh, stated 
that the bank was ina perfectly sound condition, 
ready to meet all demands upon it, and that it 
had not lost a dollar by any one.. Mr. Dutilh was 


ina jovial mood, and, though annoyed by the 
reports floating around the street, was emphatic 
in his assurances that the bank was all right. 

A. M. Bull, the Assistant Cashier, said that the 
bank had $125 for every $100 that itowed. Nearly 
all the regular depositors had been at the bank 
in the course of the day, and expressed their 
complete confidence inits solvency. The average 
amount of deposits were made. When asked to 
account for the existence of therumor President 
Dutilh said that on Saturday the bank had de- 
cided to cease certifying for brokers and had so 
notified {their customers. Messrs. Hatch & Foote 
then closed their account with the Phoenix and 
opened one with the Fourth National. They left 
a balance of $20,000 to their credit in 
the Phoenix, of which they drew out on 
Tuesday $7,000 in small checks, Yesterday 
morning a message went over the _ tape 
to the effect that the failure of Hatch & Foote 
was caused by the refusal of the Phenix National 
Bank to certify checks for them. President Du- 
tilh called attention to the fact that such a story 
was absurd in view of the balance remaining in 
the bank to their credit. The run on the bank 
was of small account, the total amount with- 
drawn being $154,000. Of this $67,800 was taken 
out inone draft for the account of an estate 
whick had invested that amount in Government 
bonds. Messrs. Fisk & Hatch, through whom the 
purchase was made, refused to accept a certified 
check. Hence the money was drawn out and 
Fisk & Hatch were paid in cash. 

‘A rumor was started that President Jones, of 
the Atlantic Mutual Insurance Company, had 
accepted collateral from the bank and lent it 
$1,000,000 to tide over its difficulties. President 
Dutiih, of the bank, denied the story. Mr. Jones 
also denied it, and said that he was prepared to 
furnish the bank with money if it needed it, but 
it did not. One old depositor, when informed 
of the stories of the bank’s shakiness, remarked 
brusquely: *‘The Phenix Bank be d——d; I 
know all about that bank.” And then he sent 
down $12,000 for deposit. The bank’s capital is 
$1,000,000; it has $200,000 surplus and $2,500,000 on 
deposit. 

Late in the afternoon the statement was positive- 
ly made that the checks of the Seventh Ward Na- 
tional Rank would be thrown outat the Clearing- 
house this morning. President Montague was 
foundat the bank after5 P.M.,and when informed 
of the rumor fairly exploded with wrath. Hesaid: 
“The man that started that story is a d——d liar. 
The vaults, as you see, are lockea up, but if you 
will go out all over town and find any of our 
checks, I will sit here all night and pay them.” 
It was also stated at the Clearing-house that no 
basis for the rumor existed, the bank being per- 
fectly solvent. 

The widely circulsted rumor that Randall & 
Wierum, brokers at No. 59 Exchange-place, had 
gone down in the general crash was emphatically 
denied by Mr. Wierum. “I cannot imagine what 
gave rise to the report.” he said. ‘**We have not 
failed, and, what’s more,” he added, turning to 
his books. ** we don’t mean to.” ; 

A current report that the Park National Bank 
was in difficulties caused a brisk run there in the 
afternoon. President Potts said: “The run this 
morning was very smail. The rumor that we are 
weak is absurd. We have $11,000,000 in our vaults 
to meet all obligations, and our balances to-day 
are 26 per cent. over the legal reserve. This bank 
will not suspend.” 

There was a report also that Gladwin &Co., 
composed of J. L. and E. W. Gladwin, had faled, 
but Mr. J. L. Gladwin, the senior member of the 
firm, said toa Truss reporter: “ The rumorof our 
failure is entirely untruec,and probably arose from 
the fact that we have always done a large busi- 
ness forO.M. Bogart. We havealways been good 
friends before and since we aid business as a 
firm for him. It is true we have lost some money 
—a comparatively small amount, however— 
through his failure, but it isemphatically untrue 
that we are embarrassed. We bave met all our 
obligations, and have no outstanding contracts, 
and there will be no interruption in our business. 
What money we have lost don’t worry us at all, 
as we are confident that we will get it back.” 

It is now recollected that Mr. George I. Seney’s 
son-in-law, Mr. Sheldon, has been one of the 
most active bears in the market for some time, 
and it was a moot question on the Street yester- 
day whether his heavy short sales were made 
on behalf of his father-in-law as a_ princi- 
pal, or whether he went short for him- 
self on an inside knowledge of the condition. of 
the Metropolitan Bank. It is also reported that 
a large brokerage house in which Mr. James D. 
Fish had transactions was prominent in every 
bear attack on the stock market for the past 60 
fays, and the question is asked whether Mr. 
Fish was not also making timely preparation for 
the effect of a broken bank on the Stock Ex- 


change. 
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EFFECTS OF THE TROUBLE. 


The auction sale of stocks and bonds 
which took place yesterday at 12:30 P. M. at the 
Exchange Sales-room, No. ill Broadway, was 
very largely attended by gentlemen who had ap- 
parently come together more with the object of 
discussing the Wail-street. disasters than witha 
view to bidding. Mr. Adrian H. Muller, the auc- 
tioneer, withdrew 55 of the 71 items for sale, ac- 
cording to instructions, owing to the impossibil- 
ity of obtaining anything but ridiculously small 
bids. The crowd seemed to be thoroughly sub- 
dued and frightened. The bids were made in 
low and nearly inaudible voices, and not until 
the auctioneer was out of patience. ‘ This will 
all blow over,” ** Cheer up and don’t be afraid,” 
“These are as good as Government bonds,” and 
such phrases were used by the auctioneer at [fre- 
quent intervals, with but little success.

Mr. John M. Crane, the President of the 
National Shoe und Leather Bank, concurred in 
these views.

The present 
trouble, he t onsit, would quickly blow over. 

Washington E. Connor, Jay Gould’s partner, 
when questioned as to the outlook from his 
standpoint, said: ‘‘Well, 1 feel quite positive 
that all this present trouble is merely the out- 
cropping of a system of banking that must be 
stopped now and never should have _ been 
tolerated at all—-I mean allowing bank Presi- 
dents to engage in outside’ speculation 
and enabling them to use the funds 
intrusted to them to help them through diffcul- 
ties which a speculative spirit invites.

than they would otherwise have been.” 

**Cana scarcity of money have anything to 
do with that? I see it announced that Secretary 
Folger thinks he can afford some relief by offer- 
ing to redeem on presentatiou, without rebate of 
interest, the bonds due June 20 under the one 
hundred and twenty-seventh call, and by issuing 
another cali if such action should become neces- 
sary or desirable.” 

‘No, no; it is nota matter of money scarcity 
atall. There is money enough to go round and 
to spare. The condition of the banks, as pre- 
sented from week to week in the Clearing-house 
statement, shows that there is no real cause for 
any stringency. There have been noticed to- 
day, by the way, and prabably will to- 
morrow and the next day, quite a large num- 
ber of buyers in the market who with money 
in hand, were buying quietly considerable 
amounts of dividend-paying securities and pay- 
ing vash for them, which, of course, isa great, 
help to the Street at sucha time asthis. There 
is no want of money, but there is broad- 
east, I regret to say, a feeling of distrust 
and a Jack of confidence in tinancial institu- 
tions, firms, and individuals which no pleth- 
ora of idie capital can make up for. 
There is nothing whatever in the condition of 
the affairs of the country at large outside of 
Wall-street to justify gloomy views of corporate 
property or values generaliy—nothing to render 
the present depression reasonable or to create 
apprehensions as to the future.

A MORE ROSY VIEW OF THINGS. 
THE RESULT OF THE CONFERENCES AT THE 
WINDSOR. 

The corridors of the Windsor Hotel were 
thronged last evening with crowds of excited 
brokers and capitalists, eagerly vieing with each 
other in the attempt to obtain some new infor- 
mation respecting the crash. Onthe one hand 
were to be seen rich bankers calmly dis- 
cussing the situation, and standing next 
to them were groups of excited brokers in 
a state of anxiety and nervousness painful 
to behold. Whenever two or three persons 
came together and began a conversation, the 


crowd immediately surged around them and lis- 
tened with staring eyes and gaping mouths to 
the talk, no matter on what subject it was. On 
the sofas were seated many of the quondam 
bears hobnobbing with their ancient foes, 
the bulls, all endeavoring to. extract 
some new points from the others. Pacing 
abstractedly up and down before the desks was 
George Pullman and D. O. Millis, engaged in an 
earnest conversation. Kushing hither and 
thither through the crowds were the nimble mes- 
senger boys, all striving for the extra*stipend 
promised them for quickly performing their du- 
ties, and knocking every one out of their way, 
careless of everthing, so long as they did their 
work. 

Calmly wandering through the halls, and oc- 
casionally stopping whenever any purchases or 
sales of stocks were made, were the old retired 
capitalists—the men who never go to the Street 
except in times like these—picking up bargains 
which they will pay for and lay away until the 
advent of a new speculation. Then they will 
drop their loads upon weaker’ shoulders 
and put by their money for a_repe- 
tition of these purchases when a similar 
opportunity offers. When the crowds first as- 
sembled predictions of dire disaster were every- 
where heard, and rumors affecting the standing 
of pretty nearly every house and institution on 
the Street were floating about. It was impossi- 
ble to fix any of these. Asfast as they arose they 
were denied, and a new crop started. As the 
evening wore on, however, a better feeling be- 
gan to prevail, and before the halls were de- 
serted and the lights out the prophecies for 
to-day were of a more cheerful nature, and 
it was nearly everywhere heard that the crash 
was over, and that, beginning from this time, a 
better state of affairs will prevail, and that all 
danger could now be considered as past. Jay 
Gould was said to have hada conference wit 
several prominent Wall-street men, including 
Russell Sage, Frank Work, and Charles J. Os- 
born about plans of operation. In describing 
the situation one banker said: “Some barns 
have burned, and the danger to all the others is 
so imminent that it is about timeto turn on the 
water and put the fire out.” 

It was believed at the close that with tnere- 
sumption of business by the Metropolitan Bank, 
which was everywhere accepted as a foregone 
conclusion, there would be a partial restoration 
of confidence which would allay all excitement, 
and allow thingsto go on as usual. There were 
no more failures reported, and every one was 
confident there would be no more of importance. 
At 11 o’clock the last of the crowd had departed, 
and the scenes of the earlier evening, when out- 
wardly there was all the turmoil and bustle of 
an angry Tammany mass-mecting. were replaced 
by quietness and peace, and the elegant brokers 
and young dudes gave place toan army of por- 
ters and moppers cleaning the halls. 
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SAVINGS BANKS NOT AFFECTED. 


The savings banks are as yet but little 
affected by the failures. **We are not in the 
same boat,” said the President of the Seamen’s 
Saving Bank, at No. 74 Wall-street. “‘We an- 
ticipate no effect on the deposits. Securities, 
Government bonds, and hard cash take care of 
themselves.” 

“The savings banks were never stronger or 
wealthier than they are now,” said an officer of 
the Emigrants’ Industria! Bank, at No. 51 Cham- 
bers-street. “All of uscan pay our debts and 
a good deal more. Ifthe panic spreads, we shall 
not ve surprised to have some deposits with- 
drawn, but we don’t expect anything of the 
kind,” 

The officers of the Bowery Savings Bank, at 
No. 130 Bowery, are undisturbed. ‘ Our class of 
depositors,” said the President, ‘““are never con- 
cerned with affairs in Wall-street.”” The officers 
of the Dry Docks Savings Bank, at No. 343 Bow- 
ery, felt equally secure, as did also those of the 
Bank for Savings, at No. 67 Bleecker-street. 
From the Manhattan Savings Bank,at Broadway 
and Bleecker-street, draftsa little larger than 
usual were made,and the amount of deposits 
withdrawn from the Union Dime Savings Bank, 
at Thirty-second-street and Broadway, yesterday 
exceeded the usual amount by nearly $2, 
These were the only indications at these places 
that there had been a cyclone down in Wall-street.

BOSTON NOT DISTURBED. 
NO FAILURES AND A FEELING OF OONFI- 
DENCE IN THE FUTURE. 

Boston, May 14.—Financial Boston passed 
through to-day’s excitement in a manner paci- 
fying to the business interests and tending to do 
much toward restoritg confidence. There was 
naturally much excitement, and disturbing re- 
mors were abroad, especially during the earlier 
part of the day, but at the close of business 
no failures were reported, and a much bet- 
ter feeling existed than when the day 
opened. It was asserted by representative 
men in the financial quarters that nothing that 
had thus far happened in New-York would 
affect the stability of any Boston bank or broker. 
None of the Boston banks has of iate been car- 


rying large balances in New-York; but, on the 
contrary, they have been pursuing a most con- 
servative course in view of a possible crash. 
The.Cashier of the Eliot Bank has been in 
the habit of depositing its checks in New- 
York, in the Metropolitan Bank, and draw- 
ing on them. He stated that the Eliot 
would not be seriously affected by the 
failure of the New-York institution. ‘“* We have 
a balance with the Metropolitan now,” he said, 
“although how much I do not wish to state. I 
I will say, however, that it is not large enough 
to embarrass us. We are not affected by the 
other New-York failures.” The Cashier of the 
National Bank of Commerce said that the report 
. that it was the Boston correspondent of the Met- 
ropolitan, was not correct. This morning it owed 
the Metropolitan only $900, and by evening this 
was reduced to $300. Healso declared that his 
bank would not be affected by the other New- 
York failures. All the banks were exceedingly 
careful to-day in their transactions. For the 
first time in the experience of the street checks 
were refused unti®an examination had been 
made to show that the money. the 
check represented was actually on de- 

it. e same conservative policy 
was pursued at the office of the Union Pacific, 
no transfer being made until the Treasurer was 
gatisfiea that cach transaction represented a de- 


tery of money. It wasthe opinion of leadin, 
bankers that i? there are no further large 
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ures in New-York there will be no trouble here, 
but if failures “ould continue the result cannot 
; foreseen. ough there is this feeling 
of satisfaction with the situation here, 
there is, of course, apprehension, and 
the developments of the next few days 
are awaited with anxiety. In the local market 
the rush to sell was toward the close. The largest 
transactions were in Mexica: Cenvral bonds, 
which wentdown from 47 to 40. About $130,000 
Mexican Central 7s changed hands. Union Pa- 
cific touched 40, closing at 42. Paine & Webber, 
Boston correspondents of Messrs. Hatch & Foote, 
say they werc indebted in a small amount to the 
bankrupt firm. C. F. Ayer & Co., correspondents 
of the same house, say they are all right so far 
as they know. 


EXCITEMENT IN FHILADELPHIA. 
A GREAT FLURRY BUT ONLY ONE SMALL 
FAILURE, 

PHILADELAHIA, May 14.— Third-street 
this morning was full of rumors, which came 
from Wall-street, of impending disasters before 
business hours, and the brokers werein a state 
of excitement before the board opened. The 
first sales in a number of leading speculative se- 
curities were made at big concessions on the 
closing prices of Tuesday. The wires of the 
telegraph companions who have stations 
in the board rooms began to rush in their stor- 
ies of disasters. The newsspread all through the 
little alleys and courts of the moneyed district 
as swiftly as it had traveled from Wall-street, 
and while scared brokers rushed into the board- 
room scared customers climbed into the gallery. 


Stocks dropped when the word came of the fail- 
ures of Nelson Robinson & Co.. Goffe & Randle, 
O. M. Bogart & Co., and Hatch & Foote. 
They tumbled further when, at 11:30, 
the failure of the Metropolitan Bank 
was announced, and took a long run 
when the crash of two other concerns was 
rumored. Northern Pacific preferred led the 
way toward the bottom, and landed at 4344, 7 per 
cent. below the closing of Tuesday. Jersey Cen- 
tral dropped from 75% to 7244: Reading fell 
from 17 to 16; Oregon and Transcontinental from 
15to 11. Other leading shares followed in the 
downward plunge, but not so rapidly. Inthe 
meantime the Stock Exchange seemed a veri- 
table battle-field. The shouting and excited 
brokers looked as if their uplifted hands 
were about to descend in one another's 
faces. Some of them - reeled exhausted 
out of the press and sank trembling into chairs. 
There was an hour of pandemonium, and at the 
end of itit was found that, asfaras Philadel- 
phia is concerned, the panic had left things all 
standing.» Only one broker, C. M. Bayard, was 
unable to meet his obligations. His transactions 
were small, and confined to the Northern Pacific 
and Reading. No Philadelphia house, as far as 
can be ascertained, is a creditor of the bank- 
rupt New-York brokers. Only two moneyed 
institutions here kept actounts with the 
Metropolitan and hud only small accounts. 
“We are reciprocal correspondents with the 
Metropolitan,” said the Cashier of the Central 
National Bank. “I think that they will resume, 
and hope so, but so far as the credit of our bank 
is concerned, the failure isa matter of indiffer- 
ence.” President Shipley, of the Provident Life 
and Trust Company, said: “ The Metropolitan is 
not our regular correspondent in New-York. 
We did have a slight deposit there, and I think 
we'll get every dollar of it. It won’t hurt us if 
we don’t.”

PROUD IN HER SECURITY. 

CHICAGO, May 14.—The unanimous opin- 
ion of the bankers and bank officials in Chicago 
seems to be that the banks here will be practi- 
cally unaffected by the New-York failures. Many 
of the prominent bank officials of this city were 


interviewed to-day and a concensus of their 
opinions seems to show that Chicago finance 
stands immovable and unruffled ona firm foun- 
dation, far above the shifting sands and treach- 
erous whirlpools of New-York speculation; that 
Chicago securities are based on the unchanging 
demand for the necessities of life, and not on the 
fluctuating uncertainties of watered stock and 
inflated railroad bonds. The Chicago correspond- 
ents of the Metropolitan National Bank of New- 
York are the First National and the Union Na- 
tional, and representatives of these banks were 
the first called upon. W.C. D. Grannis, Presi- 
dent of the Union National Bank, said: 
“The failures will not affect Chicago a 
particle. The relations between the Chicago 
and New-York banks are of avery slight char- 
acter. The Chicago balancesin New-York banks 
have not been smaller for two years than they 
are to-day, from the fact that for the last two 
months the exchange has been quoted at a pre- 
mium of from 50 to 70 cents. The Chicago banks 
were never so strong as they are to-day. There 
is more currency in Chicago now than there ever 
was before. With reference to our own bank, we 
shall lose nothing by the failure of the Metropol- 
itan, as we had no balance with them.” 

Leymann J. Gage, Vice-President of the First 
National Bank, said: “It would be necessary to 
have fuller returns before saying positively 
whether Chicago will be affected. At present L 
see no reason why Chicago should suffer, nothing 
having as yet been developed which would neces- 
sarily result in bad effects here, except as to par- 
ties who may be dealing in the speculative mar- 
ket. The Chicago banks are unaffected by stock 
depreciation, the advances here being only ona 
grain and provision security, in which the fiuctu- 
ations are comparatively slight. Our balance 
with the Metropolitan National was only $40,000.” 


BALTIMORE FEELING EASY. 

BALTIMORE, May 14.—The state of affairs 
in New-York to-day attracted a great deal of at- 
tention in business circles in this city. In the 
neighborhood of the Stock Exchange there was 
intense excitement, and local interests were al- 
most entirely neglected. The Baltimore stock 
market is not directly affected by the demoraliza- 
tion in Wall-street, as only local securities are 


dealt in here, and, while a feeling of uncertainty 
is engendered, as a matter of course, operators 
simply keep out of the market and play the part 
of lookers-on, thus preventing any fur- 
ther decline than is the natural result 
ot the absence of any _ disposition’ to 
buy. The suspension of thé Metropolitan 
Bank will hardly have any effect here. Two 
banks, the Traders’ and the Second National, 
have accounts there, but the difference, if any, is 
believed to be in favor of the home institutions, 
as exchange on New-York has been very scarce 
forsome time past. Three speculative houses 
have been forsome months onthe bear side of the 
market, and closed up their accounts to-day at 25 
per cent. profit. The grain market has been 
weak, and prices of wheat have declined about 2 
cents per bushel since yesterday, with an active 
business, but there isan improved feeling at the 
close, and no serious trouble is anticipated. None 
of the large operators is believed to be very 
heavily involved, and business in the market is 
thought to be in pretty good shape.

A SUSPENSION IN BRIDGEPORT. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., May 14.—The bank- 
ing-house of T. L. Watson & Co., of this city, was 
compelled to suspend payment at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon, owing, as was announced, to the in- 


ability of the Connecticut National Bank,in which 
they kept their deposit to honor their drafts, 
on account of the condition of affairs in new 
York. Deposits were received up to the time 
payments were stopped and they pronounced 
themselves good for all claims. Mr. Watson, the 
active member of the firm was in New-York, and 
at 2:40 o’clock telegraphed to Mr. More- 
house, his Cashier, that he had deposited 
$25,000 with the Park Bank, New-York, to 
the credit of the Bridgeport Bank for 
his immediate use. Mr. Morehouse tried 
to obtain the above amount from the bank, but 
was unable to get it. At 3 o’clock another dis- 
patch was received from Mr. Watson saying: “I 
am arranging for cash as fast as possible 
and will pay as fapidly as possible to-mor- 
row.” Assoon asthese dispatches were posted 
the crowd of anxious depositors began to quietly 
withdraw. There will doubtless bealively run 
on the institution to-morrow.

A SAVINGS BANK SUSPENDS. 

Sr. Josepu, Mo., May 14.—The State Sav- 
ings Bank, of this city, suspended and as- 
signed to-day. C. B. France, the Presi- 
dent, makes a statement to-night to the ef- 


fect that the bank was intimately connected with 
Donnell, Lawson & Simpson, of New-York, and 
has been for a long time a large aepositor in 
the New-York banks which suspended _ to- 
day, thereb making necessary the sus- 
pension of Donnell, Lawson & Simpson. Our 
suspension was made upon the receipt 
ofa telegram from this firm informing us of 
their suspension and directing us to close in 
order to protect our depositors.’” Mr. France 
further states: “We hope to resume in 
a few days. Our affairs here are 
in good condition, with no local embar- 
rassment or losses. Our assets are intact 
and available. It is our belief that Donnell, 
Lawson & Simpson will resume very soon and 
that we are fully protected in New-York and 
will pay all depositors and stockholders in full 
and leave our surplus intact.” 


ITS FUNDS LOCKED UP. 

Derrorr, May 14.~—The First National 
Bank of this city did its New-York business 
with the Metropolitan Bank, It has a consider- 
able amount of funds locked up by this suspen- 
sion. This will not, however, affect the bank 
here, as it is one of the strongest moneyed in- 
stitutions in the city. It has already made 
arrangements for another New-¥ ork corre- 
a. Other than this it cannot be learned 
that existing troubles in Wall-street have had 
any appreciable effect upon business affairs here.

CINCINNATI BANKS NOT BURT. 

CINCINNATI, May 14.—No one in Cincin- 
nati has thus far been hurt by the failures in 
New-York. It was fora time supposed that the 
Third National Bank of this city had been caught 
for a considerable amount by the failure of the 
Metropolitan, but before night a dispatch was 
received saying that a shipment of $100,000 in 
currency an exchange which had _ been 
sent to the Metropolitan by express had 
been intercepted. This Jeaves the balance 
on the side of the Cincinnati — bunk. 
The failures were the subject of much talk in 
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business circles and on 'Changeand had the effect 
of enting much business being done. The 
feeling was that of ext:.me caution. At the 
close there were evi ‘ences that confidence was 
being restored. The time is pro:>itious, so far as 
Cincinnati is concerned, for bank failures in 
New-York for the reason that the high price of 
exchange forsome time past has caused New- 
York balances to be reduced to a low point. Cin- 
cinnati brokers have been shy of Wall-street for 
some time and will get off easily.

WASHINGTON BANKS ALL RIGHT. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Great interest was 
manifested here in the news from Wall-street, 
but outside of the speculators there was none of 
the excitement that betoken a pecuniary inter- 


est. Nobody seemed uneasy about the local 
banks, The bankers’ offices, banks, and places 
where tickers are to be found were thronged, and 
in the halls and corridors at the Capitol almost 
the only topic of discussion was the finan- 
cial situation. Interviews with the officers of 
national banks and the private bankers of this city 
develop entire unanimity of statement that there 
is not the slightest round for uneasiness regard- 
ing the condition of financial institutions in this 
city. There is no expectation that any of them 
will be affected by the New-York failures. Mr. 
White, Cashier of the National Metropolitan 
Bank, gave as one reason for this opinion the fact 
that the Washington banks do not carry New- 
York stocks, but confine themselves mainly to 
District of Columbia securities. Bradstreet’s 
Washington agency reports that the banks will 
not be affected.

SERENITY IN THE SOUTH. 
ATLANTA, Ga., May 14.—The business of 
the trade centres in Georgia, while rendered 
more cautious, does not threaten to be seriously 
affected by the developments in New-York. As 
arule, Southern merchants are not heavily in 


debt, and could pe through without a panic. 
Major Campbell Wallace, one of the best posted 
bankers in the South, apprehends nothing 
more than a temporary tightening of the money 
market, which, he thinks, will be really product- 
ive of good. Real estate will decline somewhat, 
but will readily return to its normal condition 
when the scare is over. On all sides expressions 
of sympathy are heard forGen. Grant. The uni- 
versal desire is that he should be speedily placed 
upon the retired list, and that Col. Fred had bet- 
ter retire toa farm near Galena. 

Recent sales of lots at Sheftield, Ala., under the 
supposed prestige of their connectfon with the 
Seney syndicate, which the latter now denies, 
realized for 14 acres in a practical wilderness 
over $250,000. Yesterday the stock of the cor- 
poration was held at 150, with no disposition to 
sell. When the news of the failure of the Metro- 
politan Bank reached this city the stock was de- 
pressed to 50. 


NO ALARM IN ST. LOUIS. 

Str. Louis, May 14.—St. Louis bankers 
claim that unless a general panic should result, 
the New-York disasters will not have any effect 
here. The failure of Donnell, Lawson & Simp- 


son, however, will, it is feared, cause consider- 
able inconvenience in Western Missouri, Kansas, 
Iowa, Nebraska, and all the new West, as fully 20 
per cent. of the banking institutions there banked 
with the suspended house. Itis not believed, 
however, that they will suffer serious loss. 
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AMONG THE COUNTRY BANKS. 

ALBANY, May 14.—The Metropolitan 
Bank was the New-York correspondent of the 
National Albany Exchange Bank, which had 


about $135,000 there. The locking up of these 
funds will not affect the bank here, as it has 
$779,000 in available funds anda surplus above 
liabilities of $483,000. 


RocHEsTeErR, N. Y., May 14.—Bankers here 
feel no alarm overthe panicin New-York. Only 
the Flour City National Bank had any business 
relations with the suspended banks in New- 
York. It owes the Metropolitan Bank, its New- 
York correspondent, a smal) balance. 


Utica, N. Y.. May 14.—Inquiry of Utica 
bankers elicits the assurance that they are not 
disturbed by the failures in New-York. The 
books of the First National Bank, the Utica cor- 
respondent of the Metropolitan, showed its bal- 
ance with the latter this morning to be nearly 
$10,000. Against this the Utica bank has $14,500, 
funds of the Metropolitan. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., May 14.—The news 
of the stampede in New-York caused some ex- 
citement in this city, but no panic. Most of the 
banks here have correspondents in New-York, 
but none lose except the City National, to whom 
the Metropolitan owes $7,400. Our city and na- 
tional banksare perfectly solid. The City National 
can stand all the alleged loss, with many thousand 
more, and not feel it, as it has a large surplus on 
hand.

EXCITEMENT IN TORONTO. 

Toronto, May 14.—There was considera- 
ble excitement on the streets here to-day over 
the panic in New-York. A few speculators were 
interested in the Canada Pacific and St. Paul and 


Manitoba stocks. These watched the down- 
ward course of stocks with intense interest. 
In spite of this, nearly all the Toronto buy- 
ers had protected their deals, and there was no 
case of a squeeze-out in these stocks. A few 
were bitten by the drop in Union Pacific and 
Michigan Central, but the losses were not heavy. 
The “bucket shops’ did a rushing “business, 
owing to the investments made by the smaller 
fry, who invested on the strength of yesterday's 
decline. There was no excitement on ’Change, 
as no American securities are listed here. 
THE EFFECT IN LONDON. 
LONDON, May 14.—There was one small 
fatlure upon the Stock Exchange to-day. The 
panic in New-York caused much excitement on 


the Street after the Exchange closed. Louis- 
ville and Nashville securities have fallen nine 
0ints. Other leading American railway stocks 
1ave fallen from two to five points. The fail- 
ures in New-York have caused great anxiety and 
excitement among Americans residing here and 
having business connections or interests in the 
United States. The anxiety is particularly painful 
among travelers, and many of these have decid- 
ed suddenly to terminate their trips and to re- 


turn to America.

A TUMBLE IN PETROLEUM. 

A PANIC IN THE OIL REGION AND PRICES 

FALLING FROM TEN TO ELEVEN CENTS. 

BravFforpD, Penn., May 14.—The financial 
crash in Wall-street had a most demoralizing 
effect upon the petroleum market, which fell off 
nearly 10 cents below the opening price. From 
the opening the market was weak and panicky. 
The break was slow, but certain, and at noon to- 
day the market had reacted 113g cents below the 
closing price last night. It was one of the greatest 
and most memorable panics in the history of 
the oil trade. Up to the close no failures had 
been reported, but no one can tell how many 


sheets will fail to pass through the Clearing- 
house. ‘The scenes on the floor of the Exchange 
resembled pandemonium turned loose. Brokers 
crowded around the nickel-plated bull-ring and 
yelled like demons. Every nerve was strung to 
its utmost tension. The news from New-York 
was awaited with feverish anxiety. Brokers 
were in constant receipt of telegrams. 

The panic, however, was not uncontrollable, 
like the panic in crude in 1882, which swept 
everything from its path. The decline was a 
fractional one, but it was of such power and 
magnitude that it resisted all attempts at firming 
up. When the decline started, at the opening 
this morning, the oil men seemed to realize the sit- 
uation andswungin with thetide. The firstsales 
were at 915¢ cents, after which there was a con- 
tinuous break to &1 cents, 1134 cents below the 
closing of last night. Toward the noon recess 
the market recovered to and closed at 82 cents 
bid. New-York was the pivotal point in the 
market this morning, and as failure after failure 
was announced in tinancial circles it paralyzed 
the whole speculative system, oil sympathiz- 
ing acutely with the demoralization of the stock 
market. The market was slightly firmer this 
afternoon at 8134 cents, and advanced on the in- 
stant to &4 cents, receded to 8&2 cents, and ad- 
vanced Fepay to 8434 cents. Toward 2:30 0’clock 
values fell off to 8314 cents, and recovered to 
8454 cents. The market advauced to 8434 cents 
on the upward turn, but broke like mad to 44 
cents, then recoyered to 837% cents, broke to 82 
cents, and closed weak at that figure. 


PirtspurG, Penn., May 14.—There is no 
doubt that T. J. Watson saved the Pittsburg 
oil market from a disastrous panic this morning 
by ae Prompe buying to sustain crude. The 
story of the day’s operations is a stormy one and 
full of excitement. Oil closed last night at 92%, 
but the grave fears which arose from the nature 
of the news from New-York weakened it, and it 
opened this morning at 91. The bulls were 
gioomy and were prepared for a Waterloo and 
they got it. The leading bears utilized every 
scrap of bad news from the East as fast as it 
camein. By easy stages the market dropped 
down to 874 on thestrength of the failures on the 
Stock Exchange. The failure of the Metropoli- 
tan Bank started the wilde:t confusion. Pale- 
faced lambs, who had long oil, came running up 
the broad stone stairs in troops. The crowd 
around the ring abandoned themselves to the 
excitement, and led by the big bear, Pikers, at- 
tack after attack wus made on the market. 
Hundreds of thousands of barrels were sold ina 
few minutes. Much of the oil sold was long oil, 
on which the margins had run out, and this was 
the case reported on all the en 

When the market touched 8744, Watson, who 
had not taken any open part in the breaking of 
prices, jumped down at one of the ring and be- 
gan to buy. His quick, sharp voice rang out 
above the discord as he took in blocks of 59,000, 
100,000, and 200,000 at a lot. In less than half an 
hour he bought 1,500,000 barreis. This old | 
buying made men stop to think, and the result 
was that comparative order was restored, and, 
although the market still fell, the brokers had no 
disposition to cut their own throats. A luil fol- 
lowed and the market beganto rally, but the 
news of the run onthe Second National Bank 
and another beir raid sent prices down witha 
rush to &1!4,the noon closing being 81%. The 
second cull opened with a better feeling, and 
prices soon advanced to 85, when there was an- 
other raidanda crop to 8194, but prices rallied 
again and closed at 82%. There were no “lay- 
downs” to-day. To- Ww. when the sheets

At the close of 
the market last night 9244 was bid for crude, and 
it was a the bottom had been reached, but 
at the opening this morning the first sales were 
made at 91 This caused suspicion. Prices 
dropped slowly, until the truth of the reports 
from New-York was beyond doubt. Then com- 
menced f scene without parallel in the history of 
the oil trade. There was a general rush to sell, 
and, amid perfect, pandemonium, millions of 
barrels were sold. Most of the transactions were 
in hundred or thousand barrel lots. It seemed 
as though petroleum had suddenly been rendered 
valueless. At the close of the morning session 
8134 was bid. The afternoon session opened at the 
same figure, and then commen a violent 
reaction. The trade turned in to buy, and ina 
few minutes 8 was bid. The advance, however, 
wastemporary. The bidding broke immediately 
to 8134. and closed for the day at 82%. The sales 
on the different Exchanges exceed by fully 100 
per cent. the biggest figures in the past. It is 
safe to estimate that 80,000,000 barrels of oil 
changed hands in this region. So far there have 
been no failures, though nothing definite can be 
known until the Clearing-house report to-mor- 
row morning. Future movements in prices de- 
pend wholly upon the events in Wall-street. The 
condition of the oil trade and the region favors 
even higher prices than those ruling before to- 
day’s decline, and this no doubt accounts for the 
equanimity with which the result is generally re- 
garded. Reports of big oil failures are entirely 
without foundation. 


Or City, Penn., May 14.—The wildest 
excitement prevailed in the Oil Exchange to-day, 
unequaled since the memorable Black Friday. 
The price of petroleum dropped point after 
»0int until there was a difference of 11 cents be- 
ween the opening and the lowest figure. The 
sales and resales footed up over 30,000,000 barrels 
—more than three-fourths of the entire stock of 
crude-oil in the United States. There were only 
a few failures, however, and these small and un- 
important. The closing of the doors of the 
Metropolitan Bank sent prices down to 81, the 
lowest figure for more than a year and a half. 
In the afternoon a better feeling prevailed, and 
85 was reached. The rest of the afternoon was 
very feverish, with rapid fluctuations, and the 
close was at 834.

GEN, BUTLER NOMINATED. 


THE CANDIDATE FOR PRESIDENT OF THE 
ANTI-MONOPOLIST PARTY. 

Cutcaco, May 14.—The National Con- 
vention of the Anti-Monopolist Party met at 
Hershey Music Hall this afternoon. The eall 
provided for between 1,500 and 1,600 delegates. 
At the opening there were about 200 present. 
The convention was called to order at 2:30 
by John F. Henry, Chairman of the National 
Committee. In his opening address he said that 
the convention had assembled at a time when a 
panic was raging in Wall-street never before 


equaled expert by “ Black Friday.” A delegate 
shouted: “It couldn't have come at a better 
time.” Mr. Henry then presented the name of 
Alson J. Streator, of Illinois, for temporary 
Chairman, and he was chosen to that position. 
In the course of bis remarks the Chairinan re- 
ferred to the small number present. Its mem- 
bers were too poor to pay their fare, 
and the monopolistic railroads refused 
to give them the same rates’ which 
would be given delegates to other conventions. 
“We believe that all men are created free and 
equal, and we believe,” he said, “in Gen. Benjamin 
F. Butler.” Mr. Killmer, of New-York, read reso- 
lutions anegee’ by the Executive Cemmittee of 
the Anti-Monopoly League of New-York, on 
April 18, to the effect that it was inexpe- 
dient to nominate Presidential and § Vice- 
Presidential candidates at this convention, 
and that committees be appointed to at- 
tend the conventions of other parties and 
endeavor to secure the nomination of men 
pledged toanti-monopoly principles. This caused 
u ripple of excitement. and after some discussion 
and several motions the whole matter was laid 
on the table by a heavy majority, but it was 
afterward taken up again and placed on file. 

John F. Henry, of New-York, was appointed 
President of the Convention and the Temporary 
Secretaries were made Permanent. When the 
Convention reassembled at 7:30 o’clock, Dr. 
Boyd, of New-York, moved to take from 
the table the resolutions of the New-York 
Anti-Monopoly League presented during thefaft- 
ernoon fand tabled. This motion called out an 
excited debate. It was finally decided to take 
the resolutions from the table and place them on 
file. Charles Litchman, of Massachusetts, pre- 
sented the manatee report of the Commit- 
tee on the latform, which holds. that 
labor and capital should be allies, not enemies, 
‘“*and we demand justice for both by protecting 
the rights of all as against the privileges of a 
few.”” That “corporations are the creatures 
of law and should be controlled by law.” 
The platform then calls for the enactment and 
vigorous execution of just laws, and equality in 
rights, burdens, privileges, and powers; asserts 
that it is the duty of the Government to at once 
regulate commerce among States, including 
the transportation of money and transmission 
of intelligence; denounces the present tariff as 
being largely in the interest of monopoly, and 
demands that it bespeedily and radically reform- 
ed in the interest of labor instead of capital; 
urges that no further grants of public lands be 
made'to corporations, The minority report was 
the platform adopted at the Anti-Monopoly Con- 
vention held on July 4, 1883. 
tet majority report was adopted by a vote of 
90 to 27. 

A motion was then made to proceed to the 
nomination of candidates for President. An- 
other dispute here arose over the method of pro- 
cedure, and State Senator Boyd, of New- 
York, made a charge against the honesty 
of the purpose 0o the Chairman, and 
after declaring that the convention had been 
organized to advance the interests of one 
candidate as against the advocacy of real 

rinciples, he seized his hat and left the hall. 

e wis followed by the delegates from the 
District of Columbia. Gen. Butler was then put 
in nomination successively by Mrs. Todd, 
of California; Mr. Rooney, of New-York, 
and several others. Mr. Blanchard, of Ver- 
mont, put in nomination J. B. Weaver, of 
Iowa. The cha'r here announced that it had just 
had an interview with Mr. Weaver, and that 
he had not only declared he would 
not accept the nomination but that he 
was in favor of Gen. Butler. Mr. Bawd, of 
Nebraska, nominated Allen G. Thurman. On 
an informal ballot Butler received 124 yotes, 
Thurman, 7, and Solon Chase, of Maine,1. But- 
ler was declared the nominee of the convention. 


THE REBELLION IN EGYPT, 


Catro, May 14.—The rebellion is rapidly 
approaching Dongola. The telegraph line is cut 
beyond Debbah, a short distance south of Don- 


gola. 

England has made no reply to the principle of 
the demand of Egypt to be represented at the 
approaching conference, but has intimated that 
it would regard the absence from Egypt of 
Nubar Pasha, the Prime Minister, inadvisable. 
Egypt has not proposed another representative. 

The Judicial Reform Commission meets on 
Thursday. The English delegates have been 
instructed to vote with the French diplomatic 
agent. 

Lonpon, May 14.—Advices from Suakin 
give the following particulars concerning the 
attack of Osman Digna upon the friendly 
tribes near Tamanieb. Osman and _ his 


men killed 21 of the friendly Arabs, took 
40 women prisoners, and captured many cattle. 
Of the rebels only five were killed. The tribes 
attacked are able to muster 6,000 men. They are 
determined to avenge the death of their com- 
rades and to recover their women. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says it is believed in well- 
informed quarters that the proposed Egyptian 
Conference will never meet. <A British protec- 
torate, it declares, is imperative. It advises the 
immediate sending of the Right Hon. George J. 
Goschen to take charge of affairs at Cairo in 
order * to save England from disgrace and Egypt 
from ruin.”

THE FRENCH TREATY WITH CHINA. 

Paris, May 14.—Vague rumors are cur- 
rent in political circles that Prince Bismarck in- 
fluenced China to conclude a treaty of peace 
favorable to France. His motive for this, it is 
alleged, was the thought that the chances 
of European disarmament would thereby 
be increased. [Figaro states that the 
German Minister to Pekin has shown 
a desire to preserve the entente cordiale with 
France by exercising pressure in favor of peace.

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WARD BORROWS FROM PETER TO 
PAY PAUL. 

SEEKING TO STAVE OFF RUIN AS LONG AS 

POSSIBLE—NO GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS 


THAT HE KNEW OF, 

Ferdinand Ward was asked some pointed 
questions about his curious methods of doing 
business, yesterday, before Referee Cole, at the 
first hearing in the suit brought by John H. 
Morris, Mr. James D, Fish’s Assignee, against the 
firm of Grant & Ward. Several creditors and at- 
torneys interested in the settlement of affairs 
listened to what he had to say. Mr. Ward 
was pale and nervous, and failed to 
recollect a great deal that Mr. Bangs 
supposed he ought to know. He said that his 
firm kept the books usually found in a broker’s 
office. The certificates given to investors, such 
as the one produced by Capt. E. Spicer, (pre- 
viously printed,) were not, he said, all worded 
alike, but differed according to the parties con- 
tracted with. A large number of them were 
issued, some false and some true—that is, the 
firm did not in every instance receive all 
the money specified in the certificate. Mr. 
Ward could not recollect the amount in any 
of the certificates, but they were issued to E. 


Spicer, Jr., J. Nelson Tappan, W. 8S. Warner, E. 
T. Tobey, and E. G. Tobey. The amounts of 
money received on them would not appear, he 
said, in the books of the firm, but only in his in- 
dividual check-books drawn on the Marine and 
First National Banks. which he supposed were 
in the possession of Mr. Davies. 

‘Mr. Ward said that, although the money re- 
ceived on these certificates was deposited in his 
individual name, the transaction was with 
the firm in every instance. The money de- 
posited by him included receipts from rents and 
dividends. The check-books would give a gen- 
eral idea of how it had been spent, and would 
also show the amounts he had drawn from Grant 
& Ward. The firm did a general banking busi- 
néss, and his personal bank account with them 
would be found on their bank ledger the same 
as Other depositors. 

When Mr. Ward was questioned about his 
Brooklyn property, his memory wholly failed 
him. He could not tell when he bought the dif- 
ferent pieces, how long he had owned them, or 
how many quarters’ rents he had received. He 
had no idea whether the houses on McDon- 
ough-street were purchased three years ago or 
seven years ago, but he knew it was not 10 years 
ago. e knew he bought them at the Receiver’s 
sale of the Globe Mutual Insurance Ccsmpamy, 
but hadn’t the remotest idea how much he paid 
for them. 

** When did you buy your house on Pierrepont- 
street ?” asked Mr. Bangs, 

* I think it was about six months ago. I think 
I paid $40,000, with something deducted for in- 
cumbrances, but I can’t recollect whetherI paid 
tor it with Grant & Ward’s check or my own.” 

Mr. Ward couldn't for the lite of him tell what 
he paid for his interest in the Booth Theatre 
property. He went in with Mr. Fish and agreed 
to pay one-half the cost, but he didn’t know what 
the cost was. 

“Can't you rethember within $500,000, or 
$50,000, or $25,000, or $10,000?” asked Mr. Bangs. 

Mr, Ward declared he couldn’t, but he remem- 
bered that he bought the Stamford property 
about two years ago and paid fof it with a forty- 
three-thousand-five-hundred-dollar check. e 
said that he and Mr. Fish opened a‘ Booth’s 
Theatre account” at the Marine Bank, and when 
any money was wanted to pay bills it was drawn 
out. His deposits for this purpose would appear 
in his check-book. Mr. Ward’s memory failed 
him also on his purchase of his Madison-avenue 
property. 

“Have you lately made an assignment to 
George C. Holt?” asked Mr. Bangs. , 

“]T have,” said Ward. 

“Did you deliver to him the property at No. 
81 Pierrepont-street ?”’ : 

“The house on Pierrepont-street doesn’t be- 
long to me. I don’t consider that I own it.” 

* To whom does it belong?” 

“*T deeded it to my wife.” 

“What did you get for it?” 

“Hem-m, nothing.” 

**Do you remember how long ago?” 

“No, I do not.” 

Mr. Ward recollected that he had since co-op- 
erated with his wife in assigning the property 
over to W. 8. Warner, that is, he supposed he did 
so; he did not read the deed. It was executed on 
Wednesday of last week, between 9 and 12in the 
morning. Messrs. J. H. Work, William H. Shep- 
herd, and a notary were present at the time. Mr. 
Ward aid not personally receive any money for 
the transfer, but he believed Mr. Shepherd 
did. Mr. Ward went on to explain that 
he believed the transaction was forced upon 
him. He was in a state of nervous agita- 
tion, and not fit to talk or betalked to He was 
told that he must assign his property to Warner 
to satisfy his claims, or that immediate action 
would follow. He had no other adviser but Mr. 
Shepherd. 

Mr. Ward said that though it would appear 
from the certificates in connection with the 
alleged Government contracts that Grant & 
Ward had received $575,000, he doubted whether 
they had received that much on them in absolute 
cash. How much was received in cash might be 
learned from the books of the firm, but Davies 
could not findit. No one could but he himself. 
It would appear also in his check-book. All the 
papers he had were given to the Receiver except 
one, 

‘** Where is that paper?” asked Mr. Bangs. 

*“T don’t know.” 

“Teil the nature of it.” 

‘It was simply a paper on which I kept a rec- 
ord of these transactions. I entered on it the 
amounts as I received them and when they be- 
came due, .Whena man made a deposit I en- 
tered it on that paper. When he was paid I 
scratched out his name.” 

= 7 say you don’t know where that pa- 

er is?”’ 

“Mr. J. H. Work had it the last I saw of it. I 
gave it up to him.” 

Mr. Bangs asked Mr. Davies if he had seen any 
such paper. The Receiver said he had not. The 
first intimation he had that such a document ex- 
na was given him a day or two ago by Mr. 

ard. 

Mr. Ward was asked about the Government 
contracts which investors claim to have under- 
stood he controlled and on which they loaned 
him money. ‘ There are nosuch contracts,” said 
Ward; “there never were any. I never had any 
contract with the Government, neither person- 
ally nor as a member of the firm.” 

“Then what was meant when the investors 
= given to understand that there wasa con- 
tract ?”’ 

“ Nothing at all.” 

“Did the money go into the bank with your 
personal deposits ?” 

** Most of it.” 

“It was not put into specific investments ?” 
* Oh, no.” 

Mr. Ward could not guess how much money 
he had paid out as interest on these deposits. 
He had paid Mr. W.S. Warner alone some hun- 
dreds of thousands or perhaps a million dollars. 
This was substantiated by his check-books. Pay- 
ments of large sums to Mr. Warner were made 
so far back as last September. Since the Ist of 
last March the check payments to him were:

Two fifty-thousand-dollar checks were also set 
against Mr. J. H. Work’s name in April and sev- 
eral against City Chamberlain J. N. Tappan’s in 
March and April. One of the latter was Por $114,- 
000 and the other for $225,000. It also transpired 
that ex-Mayor William R. Grace held some of 
Grant & Ward’s promissory notes, which he got 
from E. H. bares & Mr. William H. Vanderbilt's 
one-hundred-and-fitty-thousand-dollar loan to 
Gen. Grant also went into the bank to Mr. 
Ward’s personal credit. 

When Mr. Ward was asked about the large in- 
terests he paid to investors he said that he never 
paid less than 20 per cent. a year. He could not 
tell how much money had gone in that way. He 
denied that he had used the funds left with him 
for “ personal” purposes, but admitted that some 
of it had gone into persona! investments. 

‘* Where ean records of these investments be 
found ?” asked Mr. Bangs. 

** Some parts of them can te foundin the real 
estate records.” 

“Can any one find out where the money came 
from to buy real estate?” 

“1 don’t think so.” 

“Have you lately been served with an attach- 
ment?” asked Mr. Bangs, suddenly. 

**T guess so,” answered Ward, despondently; 
“T’ve been served with pretty much everything.” 

“What made you pay such immense interest 
for money loaned to you?” 

“ That’s hard to tell.” Mr. Ward went on to ex- 
plain that he simply borrowed from Peter to pay 
Paul. He borrowed money at a high rate of in- 
terest to pay debts previously contracted. The 
other partners in the firm knew comparatively 
little about it. Though the transactions were 
carried on with Grant & Ward, they were mainly 
personal. He did it to avoid becoming hopeless- 

y insolyqnt and to endeavor to keep the actual 
state of 4fairs from the public. Not for two 
years ha# he been able to pay his debts without 
raising money atahigh rate of interest. The 
crisis which had overtaken him was not unex- 


pected. 

After Mr. Ward haa testified for several hours 
he looked as thougn he was likely to break down 
from sheer weakness. His face was death] 
pale. Mr. Bangs noticed his condition and said: 

‘Mr. Ward, you are il I think, and do not ap- 
pear to be well enough to go any further to-day; 
suppose we suspend the remainder of your ex- 
amination until some other time.” Mr. Ward 
— that he felt faint, and retired to his 
office. 

Julien T. Davies, Receiver for Grant & Ward, 
was called. He said that he had made strenuous 
efforts to complete an inventory of the securities 
and other property in possession of the firm 
when it failed, but so far had not suecceded. 
Two assistants were ony! engaged on the work, 
and the result of their Jabors wotld be made 
known in a day or two. The books of the 
firm were not relied upon altogether. He 
Wus satisfied, as matters were being cleared up, 
that the creditors supposed there were contracts 
of some kind as a basis for the transactions. On 
Tuesday, after the bank had failed, Frederick 
Grant told him that there were no Government 
contracts to back thepaver. Messrs. Work and 


Warner told him that they had not T- 
sonally seen the contracts, but Ward said he 
hadthem. They thought that there was nothin 
questionable about the matter. Speaking of h 
perecees account with the firm, Mr. Davies sta 

at he had received about $500 over the actual 
amount invested by him, but he held paper 
against the firm, the face value of which was 
over $100,000. If he got this amount it would of 
course be allclear profit. He would not accept 
it nor any part of it under the circumstances, 
and would not regard himself as a creditor, 

Mr. Bangs asked the witness whether he was a 
lender of money to the firm at a big rate of in- 
terest, or whether his contribution of capital 
was to a joint enterprise, with no obligation to 
iy so but entitling him to a share in the profits. 
Mr. Davies said he had never stopped to consider 
just what his relations were. e said, further, 
that he did not believe that Gen. Grant had any 
property belonging to the firm, and had lost 
what he invested. The same was true of his 
sons. Mr. Davies putin aclaim sent to him by 
Jerome B. Chaffee, saying that he was entitled to 
some of thesecurities found in the vaults. Mr. 
Davies asked, as a protection to himself, that the 
claim be filed with the list of securities. Mr. 
Davies submitted a statement of the firm’s ha- 
bilities so far as he could judge from the present 
state of things.

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CRUSHED AND BURNED.

FOURTEEN KILLED AND TWELVE INJURES 
IN A COLLISION. 

Pirtspure, Penn., May 14.—A west 
bound freight train came in collision with a 
gravel train on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, 
one mile east of Cornellsville, between 9 and 10 
o’clock this morning, and a number of labor- 
ers, variously estimated at from 12 to , 
were killed and many injured. The scene of the 
disaster is on a sharp curve just west of the 
Speer sand-works. The freight train was laden 
with ore. The camp, or gravel, train consisted 
of six cars, and contained about 50 men, who had 
just been transferred from the Pittsburg 
Southern Division, and were on their way to 


Ohio Pyle Falls to work on the grading 
for a double track on the east end of this divis4 
ion. Both trains were going atahbigh rate of 
speed, and came together witha terrible crash, 
The engines remained on the track and tele- 
scoped each other into the smoke-stack, but 
the heavy tenders jumped into the air 
and fell, the freight tender upon 
its engine and the gravel train tender back upon 
the first car in the rear of it. In this car six men 
were killed outright, and four others, who were 
fastened down by broken timbers, were roasted 
to death, the car catching fire from the 
overturned stove and burning up before the 
stupefied survivors could comprehend the situa- 
tion of their companions. Three men escaped 
from the car, and one of them stated that the fire 
could have beenextinguished had water been ap- 
plied in time. 

The wreck itself was a ghastly sight. The 
tender of the freight engine stood 30 feet in the 
air. Inside the iron car that was burned could 
be seen sitting, amid the glowing embers, 
twisted iron rods and dead ashes, three skeletons, 
one boit upright, apparently peering into the 
flames. It is impossible at present to get a 
hst of the dead and wounded, but it is known 
that John Neville, John Ward, John Carey, and 
John Hughes were burned. Pat Cassady, who 
was in the second car, was instantly killed. An- 
other man, named Shay,who was injured has since 
died. Atnoon a large force of shop hands was 
on the ground. When the wreck was cleared away 
it was discovered that 12 persons had been in- 
jured, and 14 more were missing. The bodies of 
ten of these latter have been recovered; the oth- 
ers are we to have been completely con- 
sumed. those recovered only two—Cassidy 
and Dermott—could be positively identified; the 
others were burned into a shapeless mass. One 
of the injured, J. T. O'Shea, died on the way to 
the hospital. 

The names of the killed are as follows: Patrick 
Cassidy, aged 40, of Cumberland, Md.; Scott Der- 
mott, 21 years old, of Ursina, Penn.; Dennis 
Ward, 40 years old; Sheabey Newman; Owen 
Conley, aged 30, of Pittsburg; John Perry, aged 
80, of Johnstown, Penn.; Thos. Whittle, aged 25; 
Eli Sloane, aged 25; Joseph Desmond, aged 31; 
Patrick Kelly, aged ; John Hughes, aged 44, of 
Cumberland, Md.; John Conly, aged 40, of New- 
York; Timothy Shay, aged 40, of Staun- 
ton, Va.; J. T. O’Shea, aged 21, of Cumber-/ 
land, Md. The last named was the fireman 
of the freight train. The others were laborers. 
The names of the injured as far as ascertained 
are as follows: James Smith, laborer, scalp 
wound; Samuel Clay, engineer of the camp 
train, right arm broken; William McNulty, la- 
borer, of Philadelphia, right ankle fractured; 
Daniel Albright, laborer, of Ursina, Penn., 
leg broken; W. J. Burns, clerk, right arm 
broken; Thomas McCabe, laborer, both arms 
broken. Four Swedes, whose names are not 
known, were also injured, but not dangerously. 
The injured were brought to the West Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital, m this city,and the dead were 
taken to Connellsville for burial. The officers de- 
cline to say whois to blame for the accident, but 
popular opinion places the responsibility on one 
of the train runners.

A FAILURE IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHIKADELPHIA, May 14.—The firm of 
Charles E. Young & Brother, produce-dealers, 
No. 27 South Water-street, has suspend- 
ed, with liabilities aggregating $200,000. 
Charles E. Young, the senior member of 
the firm, said that the firm had not

THE LOSS OF THE TUNSTALL. 

MontTrReEAL, May 14.—The agents of the 
Black Diamond Steam-ship Company have re- 
ceived a dispatch from Capt. Mackie, of the 
steamer Tunstall, stating that the point¥where 
the vessel sank was six miles west of St. Peter’s 
Bay Light. She sank at 4 P. M. on Sunday, every 
effort having been made in the meantime to keep 
her afloat. The crew experienced great difficulty 
in reaching land. Some anxiety 1s felt about three 
of the crew who returned to the boats, and of 
whom nothing definite is known. ‘The steamer 
sank in 15 fathoms of water, leaving no chance 
tor salvage. It is understood that the company 
itself carries a large line of insurance on all its 
ships. The cargo, which belongedd to the Inter- 
colonial Coal Company, is fully insured. The 
value of ship and cargo is placed at $100,000.

THE CROSS-EXAMINATION OF GEN. 
SWAIM. 

fURTHER DETAILS OF HIS STOCK SPECULA- 

TIONS ELICITED—COL. MORROW’S DU- 


PLICATE PAY ACCOUNTS. 

WASHINGTON, May i4.—The cross-examination 
of Gen. Swaim to-duy drew from him ie admission 
that he bad had only one account at Bateman & Co.’s, 
and that that was subject to the demands of his stock 
transactions und to check; also, that that was the ac- 
sount to which he referred in his statement to the Sec- 
retary of War. He persisted in the assertion that the 
amount represented by the due-bill was a loan to Bate- 
man & Co., and that Bateman had asked him 
to let him have it on the same terms that 
Brown bad had it, but he could not recollect 
whetber the agreement was or was not that he should 
have 10 per cent. on all Bateman’s profits in the 
business, as had been the agreement with respect to 
Brown's profits. Letters were introduced showing that 
Swaim had been informed by Bateman that the latter 
bad purchased for him 4,000 shares of stock in Colum- 


bia Copper Companies Nos.2 and 8. although the de- 
fense had compiained that Swaim had not been so in- 
formed, and had presented in evidence early in the in- 
juiry a letter which purported to bea statement from 

teman to Swaim tnat he had purchased 4,000 
shares of No.2 only. An earlier letter from Bateman 
to Swaim showed that the purchase of stock 
in companies Nos. 2 and 8 bad been reported to Swaim. 
When asked by Mr. Chandler why he had not presented 
this letter instead of the other, Gen. Swaim replied 
that it was because “he didn’t want to.” Considera- 
ble amusement was crented in the court-room by the 
reading of a letter trom Gen. Swaim to Bateman, 
dated Lawrence, Kan., Sept. 21, 1882, in which, alludiug 
to his (Swaim's) efforts to dispose of Columbia Copper 
Company stock, he said: “1 have two fellows on the 
hooks for some of the stock, andif I can fasten them 
I will let you know the amount necessary to telegraph.” 

The most important purt of the examination was 
that which relates to Gen. Swaim’s knowledge of the 
duplication of Col. Morrow’s pay accounts. Mr. Chand- 
ler askel the witness if he supposed, when he wrote to 
the Secretary of War in oxpianation of Bateman’s 
charges that Col. Morrow cameto him to raise money 
on “several months’ pay accounts,” that the Secretary 
would understand from that that Morrow wanted to 
raise $9,000. The witness replied that he supposed the 
standard fact in his letter was that he had had nothing 
to do with Morrow’s pay accounts. He had con- 
sidered the amount very immaterial. Mr. Chandler 
here endeavored to secure the admission from 
Gen Swaim that when he threatened to 
make trouble ut the War Department, he meant that he 
would be able to make trouble by showing that the pay 
accounts on which Morrow bad borrowed the money 
from the bankers were fraudulent. Mr. Chandler asked 
if he had not made this statement to Bateman because 
be had in mind that ifthe attention of the Department 
were called to the matter it would result in Morrow's 
dismissalfrom thearmy. Witness replied that he had 
in mind that if the War Department learned that a 
syndicate of bankers was drawing all of Morrow’s pay 
and that butchers’, bakers’, and: others’ bills of like 
character remained unpaid, there might be trouble for 
bankers.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, May 14, 1884. 
It appears probable that there will be only a

The case of Hallet Kilbourn against ex-Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Thompson, iu whicha yerdict of $37,- 


500 was given to plaintiff. came up again to-day. Ona 
recent motion to set aside this verdict as excessive, 
Judge Hagner ruled that unless the plaintiff would file 
a remittitur of $17,500 the verdict would be set aside 
and a new trial ordered. This morning Col. Totten ap- 
peared for the plaintiff, and stated that the proposi- 
tion was accepted on the assumption that it was the 
end of thecase. Judge Hagner said he knew nothing 
about this being the end of the case. District-Attor- 
ney Worthington said that when the order was filed he 
would direct judgment to be entered for $20,000. Mr. 
Totten said judgment had been entered, and that he 
had remitted $17,500. Mr. Worthington then sald he 
would prepare a bill of exceptions. 


A treaty: was to-day signed at the State De- 
partment by the Siamese Envoy, Prince Nares Vara- 


riddhi, and Secretary Frelinghuysen, for the regula- 
tion of the liquor traffic in Siam when conducted by 
American citizens. The Siamese Government bas for 
several years been negotiating for a restriction of the 
foreign liquor traffic, and within a year treaties have 
been signed with England, France, Germany, Holland, 
Belgium, and Sweden. The treaty now signed with the 
United States is essentially the same asthose. It pro- 
vides that the sale of liquors in Siam by foreigners 
shall be limited to subjects of powers having the 
treaty right; that the importation of liquor shall be 
subject to a duty not higher than 10 per cent., and 
equal to the domestic excise tax; that all imported 
a are to be tested by experts appointed on both 
sides, and unwholesome or adultérated liquors are to 
be destroyed or re-exported; that foreigners must be 
licensed to sell by the Siamese Government under 
reasonable conditions to be agreed upon; that beer 
and ale shal] not be taxed or controlled as spirits; and 
that the United States and her citizens shall have no 
greater or less privileges than those of the most fa- 
vored nation. 

A unanimous report from the Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations was laid before the Senate 
to-day upon the second branch of the Anthony resolu- 
tion relating to the exportation of meats from the 
United States to foreign countries, and to discrimina- 
tions made against exports from the United States by 
tariff laws of the principal countries of Europe and 
America. The committee say it may be stated gener- 
ally that none of the tariffs of European or American 
countries contain specific discriminatione inst mer- 
chandise imported from the United States, but the dis- 
criminations found in the tariff system of 
some of the countries, particularly France and 
Austria-Hungary, against merchandise imported 
from non-treaty countries, necessarily result in 
placing importations from the United States 
at serious disadvantage. Respecting the prohibition 
against the importation of salted meats into Germany 
and France, the committe say the discrimination is not 
atarifflaw but an absolute prohibition of a spectfic 
American product as an American product, and the 
prohibition is declared to be based upon a sanitary 
regulation, and enforced for sanitary reasons. The 
same may be said in respect of the discrimination prac- 
ticed in Great Britain against American cattle. If these 
discriminations are .causeless and founded upon mis- 
conception of facts, or arise from undless fears of 
danger to the public health, the United States has 
reason for compiaint, and after using every means to 
remove the reason (if there be any reason) for the pro- 
hibition, they may with perfect propriety resort to dis- 
crimination. The committee does not find it necessary 
to. suggest any further legislation than it hasalready 


proposed. ‘

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS.

CHICAGO, May 14.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were fearfully excited to-day, and most of them 
badly weakened by the reports from the‘sea-board. 
Bank failures and trade collapses in the region of the 
Hudson River told on the city at the head of Lake 
Michigan, though very much less decidedly than might 
have been expected. But the news came in so thick 
and fast as to unnerve all but the very stoutest, while 


enough selling orders came here from the sea-board to 
cause 2 sharp decline in prices, even had local men 
been unaffected by the news. It is due to our local 
men to say that they appeared disposed to stem the 
tide, and even those who were selling on orders from 
outside seemed as individuals to think there was no oc- 
easion for a bear craze in Produce. ‘hey said that 
credits in the West and in the East rest on entirely dif- 
ferent foundations. The basis here |s actual property, 
on which the whole face value is seldom borrowed, and 
which can stand a large decline without affecting evena 
small percentage of the security. Henceit isnot thought 
that there 1s any ground for commercial! alarm, though 
mercantile circles may be affected by the loss of confi- 
dence eastward. In the afternoon the markets were 
excited by news of fresh failures, and sold lower than 
on ‘Change, with et heavy selling of Wheat b 

Holmes and others who are closely identified with 
stocks. Throughout the day was one of the wildest 
uncertainty, the reports of failures at the East 
being alternately circulated and denied so 
often as to prevent any one here from _ hav- 
Ing a well-defined opinion in regard to 
stability, East or West. Provisions were quiet and 
weaker, the pit being partially deserted owing to the 
excitement in Wheat. There was alittle more willing- 
ness to sell stuff for July delivery, but as a rule the 
offerings were light and the free outward movement of 
stuff this week would probably have caused strength in 
Provisions but for the demoralization outside, Pork 
sold down 22i¥c., to $17 30 for July, and reacted to 
$17 40, closing at $17 87%, with"June at 10c. discount 
and August at 10c. premium. Lard declined 20c., to 
$3 80 for July, reacted to $8 40, and closed at $8 37%, 
with June at 7c. discount and August at 10c. pre- 
mium. Ribs closed 5c. lower, at $3 80 for July, after 
having sold at $8 27%. 

In the afternoon Pork sold down to $17 20 for both 
May and June, and $17 80 for July, while Lard was a 
shade firmer. Flour was very dull, the demoralization 
in Grain driving off some intending buyers. The little 
trade done was local. The coarse Millstuffs were firm. 
Wheat was unusually active and very unsettled, at a 
much lower range, due to the Eastern situation 
in stocks and business standing, with little reference 
to Wheat quotations at otber points, except New-York, 
the price there dropping nearly 3c.in the first hour. 
Our market for July opened at 89éc., being 4¢c. below 
the latest of Tuesday, but there was scarcely any trad- 
ing at over 89%4c., and the tirst general business was at 
89c., that being mostly local, though there were some 
selling orders from the sea-board, It went to 883<c. 
at which point there was a free covering OT shorts that 
sent it up to 89'¢c., and the market hung near that 
figure for some time, with little doing. Then a big line 
of selling orders came in, chiefly from New-York, and 
the resulting decline brought out a lot of stop orders, 
which broke the price to 88c.@88héc. At this point 
Hobbs, Ream, Comstock, and Clapp came forward 
as buyers, and tbat caused a reaction to S89ec. 
Another drop to 88ic. ensued on the news about the 
Metropolitan Bank. A subsequent rally to 89c. was 
lost when Hatch & Foote and others were mentioned, 
sending it back to 88c. After a little tameness Lester, 
Schwartz & Milmin bought, supposedly on New-York 
orders, and then it was whispered that the rumors had 
been exaggerated. Bliss & Counselman came in from 
the Provision crowd, sending it up to 805¢c., which 
was the highest point, and another decline to 88c.

The progress made by the Legislature in 
the completion of its work yesterday was 
not great but fairly promising. The con- 
ference report on the Civil Service bill was 
accepted by both houses, and the bill goes 
to the Governor unimpaired. There is no 
exemption of policemen or firemen or elec- 
tion officers from its operation, and it ap- 
plies to all the cities of the State. The 
Senate agreed to the appointment of a 
commission to study the Civil Code and 
report to the next session the advisa- 
bility of its adoption with or with- 
out amendmenis. The Consolidated 
Buildings act, which contains many 
excellent features, one of them 
limiting the height of _ fire-proof 
buildings for dwelling purposes to 70 feet, 
was passed by the Assembly with amend- 
ments which must have the concurrence 
of the Senate. The Fifth-avenue Paving 
bill was sent to a conference committee, 
the Senate refusing to concur in the 
amendment which limits the expense of 
the paving to $400,000. It is doubtful if 
the best kind of pavement can be laid in 
the best manner forthat sum. The Park 
Commission bill has not yet been put in 
an acceptable shape, and wus again laid 
over in the Senate. There ought to be no 
difficulty in passing a bill putting the care 
of parks in the hands of a single Commis- 
sioner after a fixed date, late enough to 
nllow the next Legislature to provide for 

the functions now pertaining to the 
department which do not rightly belong 
to it. 





EE LT CELT 
Gov. CLEVELAND sent to the Senate yes- 
terday the highly respectable name of 
Roser? B. Mintvxn for Commissioner of 
Emigration, but it came too late to be 
acted upon without more favor than it 
was strong enough to command. The 
Governor is said to have been engaged in 
an effort to make a ‘‘ deal”. with certain 
Republican Senators for . the distribu- 
tion of the patronage involved in 
the ‘appointment of Emigration Com- 
missioner, Health Officer, Quarantine 
Commissioners, and Harbor-masters 
and Port Wardens, which failed decause 
the parties were unable to azree upoh the 


division of the spoils, “We have been loth 
to believe this of Gov, CLEVELAND. His 
course was so plain that he should have 
found no difficulty in pursuing it. He 
should not have dealt with the Senate 
after the manner of Mayor Epson dicker- 
ing with the Aldermen, but should have 
made appointments of unquestionable fit- 
ness and left to the Senate the responsi- 
bility of accepting or rejecting them. He 
has gained nothing by trying to make a 
** deal,” but has lost much of the prestige 
which would have been great but for his 
unfortunate weakness for damaging it at 


critical moments,

The Virginia Democrats send an “ unin- 
structed” delegation to the National Con- 
vention, the members of which are, how- 
ever, warmly in favor of the renomination 
of the “old ticket.” They have adopted 
a platform which is vigorous and savage to 
the point of originality in its arraignment 
of the Republican Party and its denuncia- 
tion of the internal revenue system, but 
which declines and falls off as to the 
tariff into the incomprehensible imbecility 
of the ‘‘ Ohio idea.” 


The first National Convention of the 
season was held in Chicago yesterday by 
what calls itself the ‘‘ Anti-Monopoly Or- 
ganization of the United States.” There 
were 158 delegates and proxies, repre- 
senting 21 States. An apology was 
made for the small number present, on the 
ground that the railroad monopolies would 
not.reduce fares to accommodate their 
enemies. The customary prolix declara- 
tions were made, although the temporary 
Chairman suggested a concise platform, 
consisting of opposition to all monopolies, 
and belief that all men are created free and 
equal and Gen. BUTLER is their prophet. 
The momentous question before the con- 
vention was whether candidates for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President should be nomi- 
nated now or after the ‘‘ regular parties” 
have nominated. As young Toots re- 
marked, ‘It is of no consequence.” 


The men who, in the language of the 
call for a political meeting which was 
published yesterday, ‘“‘manage and con- 
trol the great business interests which cen- 
tre here,’ do not seem just at present to 
be managing and controlling great busi- 
ness interests with any very marked suc- 
cess. Wicked persons will be apt to sug- 
gest that the managers and controllers 
aforesaid are not commending themselves 
to the country as precisely the ‘sort of 
people whose judgment as to political af- 
fairs must be infallible. We all know that 
reformers, independents, and ‘‘ kickers” 
are quite incapable of having intelligent 
views as to how the country should be 
governed, but, after all, it is possible that 
they may not be so much worse than the 
men ‘‘ who manage and control the great 
business interests which centre here” in 
the way those interests were managed and 
controlled yesterday. 


Mr. Joun H. SHERWOOD’s letter, pub- 
lished in to-day’s Tks, is a fresh illus- 
tration of the extortion of gas companies. 
Gas stock in this city is probably the best 
paying investment to be made. There is 
a large profit in furnishing gas at half the 
price charged here for it, and if the busi- 
ness were really open to competition the 
price would probably be below one-half. 
Sooner or later, however, competition 
everywhere seems to become combina- 
tion, and the consumer has to pay not 
only the enormous profits which are the 
normal returns of the business, but the ex- 
penses of the war to boot. Mr. SHERWOOD 
gives an account of an attempt to buy off 
the latest opposition, of course at the ulti- 
mate expense of the consumers. If our 
city government were more trustworthy 
it would be doubtful whether the cheapest 
course would not be for the municipality 
to supply itself. with gas as it now does 
with water. In default of that resource, 
the Legislature might perhaps be properly 
invoked to regulate, in some fair propor- 
tion to the cost of production, the profits 
of a business which cannot be regulated 
by competition, since it is necessarily a 
monopoly. 





THE WALL-STREET EXCITEMENT. 


The events of the last ten days have 
naturally produced much excitement in 
Wall-street. The failure of the Marine 
Bank and the disclosure of its intimate 
connection with the wild business of 
GRANT, WaRD & Co., followed by the dis- 
covery of the trouble produced by a gam- 
bling President in the Second National 
Bank, shook confidence in the value of ali 
securities not known to be solid. The tem- 
porary closing of the Metropolitan Bank 
yesterday morning and the suspension of 
several brokers’ houses, two, at least, of 
which were regarded as unusually conserv- 
ative and safe, were, on the one hand, 
the results of the weakening of pub- 
lic confidence, and on the other, the 
cause of still further alarm. In the 
state of mind in which many persons in- 
terested in Wall-street securities found 
themselves yesterday, it was inevitable 
that they should credit and that they 
should spread exaggerated rumors con- 
cerning the affairs of financial institu- 
tions the soundness of which there was 
no real reason to suspect. It was to prevent 
unnecessary injury from this condition of 
things that the Associated Banks prompt- 

_ly resolved upon the step taken yesterday 
afternoon—the issue of Clearing-house 
certificates, to be used in settling bal- 
ances, to the amount of 75 per cent. of 
valid securities offered to a committee 
of the association. 

For the purpose contemplated this meas- 
ure was wise and timely. It is in the nat- 
ure of a joint guarantee of sound banks 
by their associates. Given the existence of 
general excitement, a measure which will 
allay it by a formal and official declara- 
tion of confidence, expressed in definite 
action, is justifiable. It is not to be pre- 
sumed that the Associated Banks intend 
to save unsound institutions from the con- 
sequences of their mistaken course. That 
. would only transfer to the general body 
of banks the distrust which may attach 
to separate institutions. But the resolu- 
tion of the Clearing-house .may be fairly 
regarded as an announcement by those 
who know the facts that there is nothing 


‘that need disturb the public in the condi- 
tion of the banks generally. Since bank- 
ing is only possible where credit is at once 
generally given and generally deserved, 
this policy is eminently proper. 

Quite different, however, is the reported 
action of the Secretary of the Treasury in 
ordering the payment in advance of the 
one hundred ‘and twenty-seventh call for 
bonds, and the promise to make another 
call if ‘‘necessary.” No such step is 
“necessary” or can do any good. Its 
practical effect can only be to offer money 
to those who do not need it and who could 
get it without difficulty on the bonds 
which it is offered to pay. There is no 
lack of money in New-York to-day; the 
only difficulty is that, to some extent, 
those who have it are afraid to lend it on 
such security as is available. Their fears 
are not lessened by the course of Mr. Fo.- 
GER, while the interference of the Govern- 
ment in the money market only gives rise 
to false expectations and confused ideas, 
Whatever may have been the Secretary's 
motive, no explanation of his action can 
be conceived which is not ridiculously in- 
adequate and unreasonable. 

The difficulty in financial circles so far 
is confined mainly to those who have 
brought it upon themselves, and for whom 
it has been for some time expected. It 
was sure to come, and it was sure to give 
rise to a good deal of excitement when it 
did come, but it is the result of causes that 
have not only been operating for many 
months, but have been seen to be in opera- 
tion. The more immediate of these have 
been excessive railway construction, lock- 
ing up in non-paying enterprises large 
amounts of capital, and the thimble-rig- 
ging methods in which the “securities” 
arising from these enterprises have been 
managed. Had the railways that have 
actually been built been paid for in hard 
cash at their real cost, the conversion into 
fixed capital of capital that would have 
been otherwise available would have 
checked general trade and lessened profits. 
But in addition to this there has been a 
great deal of money taken out of legiti- 
mate business to be put into securities of 
fictitious or exaggerated value, and the 
steady diminution of the worth of these 
in the market has produced great public 
anxiety and distress. The consequences 
have not been so serious as they would 
have been had these values collapsed sud- 
denly, because the anxiety has been more 
strictly confined to those directly inter- 
ested. In the former case, we should have 
had all the elements of a general panic. 
Now we have only those of a great but 
limited distress, with possible intervals of 
considerable disturbance. 

Back of these immediate causes, how- 
ever, there has been a remoter and more 
general eause in the practical inflation 
caused by the mistaken policy with refer- 
ence to the payment of the demand notes 
of the Government and the coinage of 
silver. Had the legal-tender notes been 
either called in and paid, or funded in 
United States bonds, instead of being left 
outstanding and undiminished, there would 
have been nosuch mania for railway and 
other speculation as has taken place. In 
addition to this we have had the currency 
inflated by the coinage of silver, forced by 
law, without reference to demand or 
value. The two forces together were 
enough to unsettle cooler and more cau- 
tious minds than those of average Ameri- 
cans. Weare paying the penalty of these 
radical errors, and unless they are re- 
trieved we shall have to pay it over and 
over again. Meantime it is obvious that 
those business men only are safe who ob- 
serve in their private affairs the principles 
of sound management and firm integrity 
which the Government has so grossly vio- 
lated. 


UNNECESSARY CLERKS. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment last Winter refused to include in the 
tax levy for this year any provision for 
the payment of salaries of clerks of the 
Commissioners of Accounts, on the ground 
urged by Tax Commissioner ASTEN that 
the employment of these clerks was with- 
out warrant of law, and since then Judge 
DONOHUE has sustained this view of the 
law by granting a permanent injunction 
restraining the Commissioners of Accounts 
from employing clerks. 

A very dangerous bill is now in the Gov- 
ernor’s hands awaiting his signature, 
which is apparently intended, not only to 
render the action of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment of no force, but to au- 
thorize the unlimited expenditure of money 
by the Commissioners of Accounts for 
clerk hire. It was introduced and pushed 
through the Legislature by Assemblyman 
Van Cort, of this city, and provides that 
the salaries of the Commissioners shall be 
$5,000, instead of $2,000, as at present, the 
increase to begin with Jan. 1 of this year; 
and that the Controller may issue bonds 
without limit, except as his own judg- 
ment shall dictate, to pay the necessary 
expenses of the Commissioners and their 
clerks, the amount of the bonds to be in- 
cluded in the levy of 1885. 

The effect of this bill, should it become 
law by the signature of the Governor, will 
be to legalize the employment of clerks by 
the Commissioners, and to make them de- 
pendent upon the Controller instead of upon 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
for whatever money they may require for 
this and all expenses of their office. As 
the Controller's department is the only 
one in the city which the Commissioners 
are specifically directed by law to examine 
once in three months, the danger and inex- 
pediency of making them in any manner 
beholden to the head of that department 
must be apparent to every man of ordi- 
nary intelligence. 

So far as making the salaries of the 
Commissioners themselves $5,000.a year is 
concerned, it may be conceded that this 
sum is not too large, provided experts are 
selected to fill the positions, as they 
should be, in which case there would sel- 
dom be any need to engage clerks; and 
when there was, special authority could 
be given by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment; but the feature of the bill 
which dates the increase back to the be- 
ginning of this year, thus bringing the 
present incumbents within its provisions, 
is certainly to be condemned as totally op- 
posed to.the spirit of reform whith has 


the present Legislature. The bill savors 
strongly of an effort to increase the pat- 
ronage of the Mayor's office, and Gov. 
CLEVELAND will act wisely in considering 
it in all its possible bearings before he 
commits the error of attaching his signa- 
ture to it. 


JOHNNY O'BRIEN’S THRALLS. 


The Legislature adjourns to-morrow at 
noon. The members will leave Albany 
without much delay. The first of next week 
will find nearly all of them at home. By 
that time the horse-ponds of Washington, 
St. Lawrence, and Westchester, of Oswe- 
go, Orleans, and Monroe, will be in good 
condition, and none of the constitu- 
ents of the Assemblymen who go 
home decorated with JOHNNY O’BRIEN’sS 
collars need delay a single hour the 
carrying out of the plans already made, we 
presume, for their reception. In this city 
and in Brooklyn there are plenty of good 
pumps, old, it may be, and little used, but 
still serviceable on occasion. Those that 
are out of order can in a few hours be put 
in condition to yield a copious stream. 
There is no reason, therefore, why the 
city members voting against the Bureau 
of Elections bill should not be promptly 
flooded with assurances that their sub- 
stantial services to JOHNNY O’BRIEN and 
the great cause of corrupt elections have 
not escaped the notice of the voters who 
elected them. 

For the information of reception com- 
mittees who may wish to lose no time in 
hunting up members’ residences, we would 
say that the train’ chiefly patronized by 
members of the Legislature arrive at the 
Grand Central Station at 1:15, 2:12, 3:28, 
7,9,and 10 P.M. And to further pro- 
mote these ceremonious greetings we print 
alist of the Republicans and Democrats 
who in Tuesday’s vote are recorded against 
the Bureau of Elections bill. They all 
wear the JOHNNY O'BRIEN collar. They 
have all, Democrats and Republicans 
alike, unflinchingly served the machine 
run by the O’Brien-Tammany coalition, 
and no invidious distinctions should be 
made in the wetness and spontaneity of 
their reception:

A POLITICAL PARALYSIS. 


It was supposed that the awful example 
of NEHEMIAH MARTIN CURTIS, an agent of 
the Treasury Department, would long serve 
as a deterrent to working politicians in Fed- 
eral offices. But—such is the infirmity of 
human minds—his fate has already been 
forgotten. According to a voluminous 
and somewhat hysterical dispatch to our 
esteemed contemporary, the Herald, Mr. 
EpWARD MCPHERSON, Secretary of the 
National Republican Committee, has only 
just now discovered that NEHEMIAH Mar- 
TIN CURTIS was fined $1,000, with an al- 
ternative of going to jail, for the offense of 
violating the civilservicelaw. To be more 
specific, the Republican National Commit- 
tee, headed by Gen. JosePpH R. Haw Ley, 
of Connecticut, has just discovered that 
section 11 of the civil service law reads 
as follows: ‘‘ NoSenator or Representative 
or Territorial Delegate of Congress, or any 
officer or employe of either house, and no 
executive, judicial, military, or naval offi- 
cer of the United States, shall, directly or 
indirectly, solicit or receive, or in any man- 
ner be concerned in soliciting or receiving, 
any assessment, subscription, or contribu- 
tion for any political purpose whatever 
from any officer, clerk, or employe of the 
United States, orfrom any person receiv- 
ing compensation from any moneys de- 
rived from the Treasury of the United 
States.” 

This is tolerably explicit, and following 
sections make the law applicable to Con- 
gressmen, and prescribe fines and impri8- 
onment for, violations of the statute. The 
heated controversy which raged over the 
alleged illegal action of Mr. Jay A. Hus- 
BELL, then a member of Congress, seems 
to have passed completely from the minds 
of the National committeemen who are 
now represented as being *‘ paralyzed” by 
the discovery that the law makes it a pen- 
itentiary offense for officers of the Gov- 
ernment to solicit or receive political as» 


ted 
as having settled upon the Republican 
National Committee when Mr. Epwarp 
McPHERSON, their Secretary, Chief of the 
Bureau of Printing and Engraving, late a 
member of Congress from Pennsylvania, 
and the author of several valuable works 
of political statistics, found that there 
was a law providing for the fin- 
ing and imprisonment of Government 
officers, as aforesaid. Should the stat- 
ute be enforced (and there is no reason 
why it should not be) as soon as any cam- 
paign funds should be asked for or re- 
ceived, there would start from the rooms 
of the Republican National Committee for 
the penitentiary a procession composed of 
the following eminent persons: Secretary 
‘WILLIAM E. CHANDLER, Senators LOGAN, 
FRYE, SABIN, and CAMERON, and Messrs. 
RUNNELL, of Iowa; Martin, of Kan- 
sas; STONE, of Michigan; Enos, of Wis- 
consin, and CaANADAY, of North Carolina. 
This procession of notables would be head- 
ed by Gen. JosepH R. HAWLEY, of Con- 
necticut, a man who is generally reputed 
to know a thing or two about politics, and 
who has himself been mentioned in a ten- 
tative way asa possible ‘‘ dark horse” in 
the forthcoming Presidential race. 

That these eminent persons, who are 
chiefly law-makers and statesmen by pro- 
fession, should have just now discovered 
what they call “‘ a serious obstacle” in their 
campaign work may seem a little remark- 
able. The men who legislate for the 
whole country should know a little some- 
thing of the laws which they make. But 
the gentlemen who hold seats in Congress 
and in the National Committee also, and 
who expect and intend to levy contribu- 
tions on office-holders and citizens through- 
out the country, are so accustomed to 
working the old machine that they can- 
not forget the motions through which they 
have gone these many years past. The 
passage of the civil service law was a 
revolution. Politicians with short mem- 
ories have forgotten all about it. 


THE CLARKSVILLE PANIC. 


The panic in the Clarksville school has 
naturally cast a gloom over playground 
and dormitory, and it will probably be 
long before the game of marbles recovers 
its former standing as a reputable though 
risky game. 

The panic was distinctly due to over- 
trading in marbles. An immense busi- 
ness was done with insufficient cap- 
ital; and a shrinkage in the value of rab- 
bits or other securities would have precip- 
itated a panic at any time during the last 
three months. The failure of James Smith 
was, of course, the immediate origin of 
the panic, but the firm could not, in any 
event, have kept itself above water more 
than a week or two longer. 

Master James Smith is not only a skill- 
ful marble-player, but he is a financial 
genius. At the beginning of the present 
school term he conceived a grand scheme 
for enriching himself and all the boys who 
had confidence in him. He proposed that 
he should borrow marbles at a high rate of 
interest, and pay both this interest and 
large dividends out of his winnings as a 
marble-player. To every boy who should 
lend him six marbles he offered to repay 
dine marbles within two days, and in case 
the lender should reinvest both principal 
and profits he undertook to repay him at 
any moment with profits at the rate of 50 
per cent. every two days. 

The offer was so tempting that there 
was a general anxiety on the part of the 
boys to lend their marbles to James 
Smith, and in the course of the week 
every boy in the school had invested in 
the marble pool. It was understood that 
James Smith was to win marbles from 
boys unconnected with the school; but, 
curiously enough, no one inquired where 
these boys were to be found, or at what 
hour in the night James Smith was in the 
habit of secretly getting out of bed and 
going off to play with his unknown ad- 
versaries. The boys were, however, per- 
fectly satisfied with his method of con- 
ducting business. He never failed to 
tender large quantities of marbles to his 
patrons whenever, by the terms of his 
contracts, they were entitled to divi- 
dends, and they never failed to re- 
invest the whole amount with him. 
Each of them had decided to make 
at least a million of marbles before clos- 
ing their accounts with James Smith, and 
they were eager not to draw marbles but 
to add to their investments. 

The local storekeeper who sold mar- 
bles consented, after the boys had spent 
all their money, to sell them marbles on 
credit, provided they would place securi- 
ties in his hands. Most of the boys kept 
rabbits, and they pledged their rabbits, 
their tops, their jack-knives, and other ne- 
gotiable securities with the. utmost reck- 
lessness. Last Thursday night the books 


of James Smith showed that twenty-eight: 


millions. of marbles in round numbers 
were due to che sixty-four boys of the 
Clarksville school. On Friday night James 
Smith announced his insolvency, and as- 
signed two hundred and three marbles 
to the Greek Professor in trust for his 
creditors. 

The disaster was precipitated by a 
shrinkage in the value of rabbits, caused 
by the breaking out of a distemper among 
the rabbits hypothecated with the store- 
keeper. The latter, not knowing at what 
moment all the rabbits might die, demand- 
ed that they should be redeemed. In 
order to redeem them their owners were 
compelled to call in the marbles that they 
had invested with James Smith. The lat- 
ter was unable to respond to the call; a 
panic followed, anci the unfortunate boys 
lost both their marbles and their hypothe- 
cated securities. 

The Principal of the school investigated 
the affairs of James Smith on Saturday 
afternoon with three consecutive apple- 
tree switches of the largest size. He 


found no assets worth mentioning: James 
Smith had played marbles with the son of 


the janitor of the female seminary on two 
or three occasions and had lost heavily. 
The dividends which he tendered to his 
victims were simply the investments rhade 
by other victims. He had not won a sin- 
gle legitimate marble during his entire 
career as amarble financier, and, as the 
Principal coldly remarked whenever he 


stopped to select.a new switch, his con- 


duct had been no better than that of a 
professional pickpocket. 

At present the Clarksville school boys 
have neither pocket money, marbles, rab- 
bits, nor any other negotiable property. No 
one can palliate their folly or feel much 
sympathy with them in their losses. Never- 
theless, although no grown person would 
for an instant be guilty of like folly, it 
should be mentioned that James Smith 
informed the boys that he conducted his 
business strictly in accordance with Wall- 
street methods, and that they actually be- 
lieved that he spoke the truth. 


Apparently Russia has not yet given up 
her long-cherished idea of bridging Persia with 
railways, and thus making her vassal a stepping- 
stone to fresh Eastern conquests. Eleven years 
ago a concession was actually granted by the 
Shah for the construction of a railway 150 miles 
in length from the Persian port of Resht, on the 
Caspian Sea, to the capital, Teheran, but his 
Majesty subsequently wriggled out of this agree- 
ment with true Oriental adroitness. Projected 
lines from Teheran to Ispahan, (the ancient me- 
tropolis,) and from Ispahan to Shiraz were simi- 
larly negatived. But Russia, persevering as ever, 
is mixing up with the new demarkation of fron- 
tier between herself and Persia the project of a 
railroad around the south-western corner of the 
Caspian, connecting Resht with the new petro- 
leum fields at Baku, and with the Russian rail- 
way thence to the Black Sea. The Shah is said 
to look upon thisscheme withanything but fa- 
vor, but Russia may be trusted to carry her point 
sooner or later, either by bribery or coercion or 
both together.

Hard work, ill pay, no 
pay, and the worry of keeping decent and honest 
and out of debt, set the daughter crazy. She is 
now in the asylum, and her mother earns a mis- 
erable living making button-holes and doing 
fine embroidery. 


“There are but few housekeepers in 
New-Orleans,” says the Picayune, ‘“* who dare de- 
mand obedience from their servants. Their 
servants are impudent to them, positively refuse 
to receive any orders or instructions, are un- 
truthful, dishonest. The mistress who has a good 
cook puts up with a hundred disagreeable or 
disgusting traits of character in the cook rather 
than take the risk of ‘going further to fare 
worse.’”’ 


Mayor Carter H. Harrison, or Chicago, 
declines to be a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor of Illinois.

Bartlett, and the remaining $700,000 reverts to 
Mr. Slater’s heirs-at-law. Theresidue of the es- 
tate is left to Mr. W. A. Slater. The Norwich 
Bulletin says there is nothing in the document 
which indicates the value of the estate. 


Jefferson Davis, speaking of the late 
Judah P. Benjamin to a representative of the 
New-Orleans Times-Democrat, referred to his 
discharge of the duties of Confederate Secretary 
of State and said: ** His correspondence with our 
Commissioners abroad are fine examples of patri- 
otism, wisdom, and fortitude; never despondent, 
never vainly exultant, but with calm determina- 
tion grasping all that was possible, and relying 
upon nothing which is visionary. Upon the evac- 
uation of Richmond those dispatches, as also the 
dispatches of the Commissioners, were destroyed 
because there were duplicates abroad, and from 
those they could be replaced thereafter. One of 
our Commissioners, the trained diplomat and 
true Confederate, A. Dudley Mann, now resi- 
dent in Paris, is understood to be engaged in the 
preparation of a workin which we may expect 
to see copies of all the dispatches sent out by the 
Confederate Government, as well as of those sent 
to it by its Commussioners abroad.”

“MME. PIPER.” 

This piece, written chiefly by J. Cheever 
Goodwin, with new music, composed by Woolson 
Morse, was presented on Tuesday night at Wal- 
lack’s Theatre. Mr. Goodwin wrote once upon a 
time the libretto foraclever and popular bur- 
lesque, ** Evangeline.”” Mr. Morse is known as the 
author of “ Cinderella at School,” a bright mu- 
sical trifle done here at Mr. Daly’s theatre not 
long ago. Mr.Morse is almost too facile in his com- 
position. He has a good ear and can write spir- 
ited things when he sticks to his own thoughts. 
But he is apt torun away on slight provocation 
with other men's ideas. That, candidly, is a bad 
idea. *“* Mme. Piper” is, in many ways, a better 
work than * Cinderella,” though it is less concise 
and ingenious. The first act of it is drawn out 
tediously. The second act is both too extended 


and too monotonous. The third act is almost too 
short. One half of the audience had left the 
theatre before the third act began.. Yet the 
whole audience would have staid, probably, 
until the end if the play went to its point more 
quickly and effectively than it does. Mr. Morse 
and Mr. Goodwin ought to accept this hint and 
get rid of the superfiucus part of their work. 

The piece is built on a bright fancy. Itis nur- 
sery rhyme in comic ¢rama and music. It nar- 
rates the adventures of severs| heroes and hero- 
ines that are dear to us all, dear prpoctats by the 
light of childhocd traditions ~ Mary who is 
quite contrary, Jack and Jiilwho went up a'bill 
only to come down again, the young and charm- 
ing dauguter of Mary by various and deceased 
husbands, King Cole, and members of the Spratt, 
Simple, and Piper families. The most important 
object in the first act is an immense and remark- 
able shoe. The celebrated old woman who lives 
in ashoe is not, however, strictly ancient. She 
wears a short frock, a natty hat, and smart 
auburn wig. She is hardiy older than her 
dozen daughters. King Cole, with an ex- 
ceedingly red nose and in the garb of a 
miller, makes love to her and takes the 
place, finally, of the Jate Peter Piper. in the 
second act, Mme. Piper, who has become the 
qusee of King Cole, appears in the palace of 
the royai Cole and introduces her daughters 
there. The lovers of these rollicking daughters, 
dressed as friars, are also there. King Cole calls 
out his fiddlers three, plays the fiddle: himself, 
cuts the famous pot-pie which contains four-and- 
twenty biackbirds, and, at the last, sends these 
reckless invaders of his royal domicile to prison. 
The play ends, as every burlesque ends, with 
dances and 80: ‘

The Hon. John Jay presided at the third 
annual Congress of Working Men’s Clubs, which 
was held at No. 55 West Thirty-third-street lasi 
night. Delegates were present from the Work. 
ing Men’s Clubs of the Churches of the Holy 
Communion, the Holy Apostles, and St. Chrysos- 


tom, of this city; St. Mary’s Church, Brooklyn; 
St. Mark’s, St. Luke’s, St. Clement’s, the Pro- 
gressive, the Germantown, and others, of Phila- 


delphia, and' the Wells Memorial Work- 
ing Men’s Club and Institute, of Boston. 
The Rey. Dr. ‘eacy 4 Y. Satterlee, N. Du

Sands, Charles Barnard and the Rev, Henry 
Mottet occupied the platform. <A letter was read 
from Assistant Bishop Henry C. Potter, who said 
that the movement which the congress repre- 
sented was equally timely and important, and 
the results which had followed upon the organi- 
zation of working men’s clubs ones the use- 
fulness of the undertaking.

RURAL AND URBAN MORALITY. 
From the London Daily News. 

The report of the Registrar-General for 
Scotiand shows that whereas in the rural dis- 
tricts in Scotland the proportion of illegitimate 
to legitimate births isas high as 99-10 per hun- 
dred, the percentage in the large town districts is 
only 6 8-10. These figures, however, apply only 
to the mainland, since in the rural districts of the 
islands the percentage is 5 4-10 only. Curious va- 
riations in the returns on this subject as between 
various localities exhibit themselves. As usual! 
the north-eastern and southern divisions stand 
highest in furnishing the greatest proportion of 
illegitimate births, the north-western and west 
midland affording the lowest. Among the coun- 
ties, Shetland, Koss and Cromarty, and Dumbar- 
ton present but 44 percent. In 10 counties the 
rate of illegitimacy was under 7; in Elgin, Banff, 
Dumfries, and Kirkcudbright it was between 14 
and 15, while in Wigtown it reached the promi- 
nent position of 17 8-10 per cent.

DANGERS TO THE LACQUER INDUSTRY 

From the Pall Mall Gazette. 
! The Japanese native papers are crying 
out at the extinction of the lacquer industry of 
the country. The tree from which the varnish is 
obtvined is disappearing. Formerly, like the 
mulberry tree on which the silk-worm feeds, it 
was protected by law. Each family of the upper 
classes was obliged to rear 100 trees, the middle 
classes 70, and the lower classes 40. Since this law 
teli into desuetude the cultivation of the lacquer 
tree has rapidly declined. The trees were cut down 
without care and none were planted to replace 
them, so that they have become exceedingly 
rare, while the price of iacquer has enormously 
increased. Similar compluints, too, are heard of 
the process of disafforestation going on in Japan 
since the ancient law, which required every one 
who cut down a tree to plunt two in its place, 
was abolished.

FLOWERS AROUND WILMINGTON. 
From the Wilmington (N. C.) Star, May 3. 
We learn that Florida is not the land of 
fiowers after all. A Wilmingtonian just returned 
from that State says there are more flowers in 


Wilmington than in the whole of Florida. Flow- 
ers will not grow there naturally and spon- 
taneously. All the country around’ Wilmington 
for 10 or 20 miles ought to be called “ the land of 
fiowers.”’ One of our own botanists tells us that 
out on the barren wastes along the railway ps you 
Fo toward Magnolia you can find growing wild 
he most beautiful and rarest plants.

THE BANK DOORS BESIEGED 


A RUN ALL DAY ON THE SECOND 
NATIONAL. 

PAYING THE DEPOSITORS AS THEY COME— 

; YOUNG ENO’S DEFALCATION SAID TO BE 


NEARLY . $4,000,000. ‘ 

When the doors of the Second National 
Bank were thrown open at 9:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning a crowd of men, women, and messenger 
boys swarmed in past the brass railings ‘and be- 
came wedged in a confused mass before the win- 
dows of the Cashier and the Paying Teller. Men 
with bank-books grasped tightly in their hands 
rapped smartly at the Cashier’s window and 
asked if the bank would honor all claims pre- 
sented to it in the regular way. For several 
minutes Cashier Roberts was kept busy explain- 
ing that the bank would pay all claims presented 
as fast as the money could be counted, and in 
addi ion gave the information that, althougha 
heavy run was expected, the institution was 
solvent and in good condition. 

To the wedge of people in-the little box-like 
room reserved for ladies Paying Teller Case said 
that at.10 o’clack the windows Would be opened 
and that checks would be cashed as usual. -In- 
stinctively the people in the bank formed in 
separate lines, the men to the right and the 
women to the left.. The men’s line began at the 
door, and, running along the wall the entire 
length of the room, doubled up at the Cashier’s 
window and ended at the Paying Teller’s window, 
near the door. Beginning on the sidewalk, the 
women’s line followed the mahogany partition 


to the Lrass gate leading to the women's room, 
and making a short turn to the left, ended at a 

Jaks door to the right of the Paying Teller. By the 

ime that the lines were formed a crowd had 
gathered in front of the bank, and scores of 
depositors were cin wmoring for admission. With 
the aid of four policemen, Sergt. Westervelt, of 
the Twenty-ninth Precinct, formed the excited 
people into two lines, a line of women running 
down around the corner intoTwenty-third-street, 
anda line of men winding in and out among the 

illars to the entrance .of the Fifth-Avenue 
iotei. 

At 10 o'clock the Paying Teller’s windows were 
thrown open and the lines pushed forward. 
Simultaneous y a woman in the box-like room 
andaman onthe outside presented checks for 
payment. Paying Teller Case seized the check 
at the woman's window, cashed it hurriedly and 
turned to the waiting line of men. The run had 
begun. 

Almost immediately afterward Bank Examiner 
Scriba, who had been closeted with the officers 
and Directors all the morning, pushed through 
the crowd and disappeared, moment later 
copies of the following statement were pasted 
upon the front windows of the bank: 

After an investigation of this bank I aim satisfied 
that tt is ina perfectly sound and solvent condition. 

AUGUSTUS M. SCRIBA, National Bank Examiner. 

The substance of Mr. Scriba’s statement was 
passed from lip to lip down the waiting line, and 
for a moment the people wavered with inde- 
cision. The next moment, bowever, the lines 

ushed forward as before. The statement had 

ailed to check the streams of excited people. 
The reason for Mr. Scriba’s explanation of the 
bank's condition was made public in the course 
of an hour by Henry A. Hurlbut, one of the 
Directors, who said that he believed that the 
deficit in the bank amounted _to $4,000,000, but 
that the amount had been made up by thestock- 
holders, including Amos R. Eno, who presented 
the bank with securities valued at $3,500,000 to 
cover the loss caused by the defalcation of his 
son, John C. Eno, late President of the bank. 

In explaining the condition of the bank Anson 
Phelps Stokes, another Director, said that, in ad- 
dition to the $3,500,000 of securities, Mr. Eno had 
deposited in the bank $1,000,000 in cash. It was 
further stated that if necessary Mr. Eno would 
deposit $1,000,000 to-day and $1,000,000 to-morrow. 
Me Huribut further said that Mr. Amos R. Eno 
was worth $25,000,000. and would not see the bank 
suffer. He thought that it was a shame that the 

resent trouble should have been brought upon 
be pank. as it had been considered one of the 
finest institutions in the country, and couldshow 
the names of 4,000 depositors onits books. In 
Mr. Huribut’s opinion, John C. Eno was liable 
to imprisonment for the difficulty which he had 
brought upon the bank. 

During the morning while the run was at its 
height the proprietors of the Fifth-Avenue Ho- 
tel deposited in the bank $40,000. They were fol- 
Jowed by Park & Tilford, who put in $10,000, and 
Hearter Brothers, who deposited a large amount 
incash, Although the news of these deposits 
was at once made public the lines of panic- 
stricken depositors never wavered. Early in the 
afternoon it was stated that $700,000 still re- 
mainedin the bank vaults, and that $500,000 
waited in the Clearing-house for shipment to the 
bank in caseof need. It was estimated that at 2 
o'clock about $400.000 had been drawn out. Mr. 
Amos F. Eno, the brother of John C. Eno, said 
that he did not know how much money had 
been drawn from the bank, and had nothing to 
say further than that if the people made another 
run to-day they would get their money as usual. 
Mr. Stokes paused long enough in his work to 
say that all depositors would be paid in full on 
demand, He preterred to say nothing whatever 
concerning the defalcation, but spoke in high 

raise of the noble action of Mr. Amos R. Eno in 
bridging over the troubles of the bank. Be- 
tween 2 and 3 o'clock J. R. Panchot, who is con- 
nected with the institution, pushed his way 
through the crowd with a bundle of greenbacks 
as big asafioursack. Still the waiting deposit- 
ors clamored for their money. 

Contrary to all expectations, the rush grew 
greater intheafternoon. Fora time the women 
cutnumbered the men two to one. They tormed 
r.new line,and pushed past the big policemen 
‘vith gentle but resistless force. Sergt. Wester- 
velt tried in vain to bring order out of chaos. 
Finally, in despair, he appealed for aid to Capt. 
Wiliams, who had stationed himself in the bank 
shortly after 1 o'clock. 4 

“I can’t do it,” suid Capt. Williams, shakin 
bis head decisively. “If they were men, now, I’ 
know whut to do with them. But women! No, 
I’ve been there before.” 

It was estimated that about $500,000 had been 
drawn out of the bank by about 450 depositors, 
half of whom were women. Justas the bank was 
closing a man rushed wildly up to Serg.t Wester- 
velt and inquired for a messenger boy who had 
been sent to the bank with a check. 

“There have been several messenger boys 
here,” said the Sergeant. *“‘ When was your boy 
sent out?” 

“Four hours ago,” said the man, “and he 
hasn’t returned yet.” 

After a brief consultation with Cashier Rob- 
erts the anxious man started for the street on a 
run, saying as he went, ** That boy has got away 
with $240 of my money.” 

“ It’sa clear case,” the Sergeant said afterward. 
“Another man from Twenty-sixth-street was 
inquiring for a messenger boy some time ago.” 

Cashier Roberts declined to make any state- 
ment of the bank’s condition or of the amount 
of money that had been drawn out during the 
day. He volunteered the information, however, 
that nearly twice as much money had been de- 

osited as had been received the day before. The 

teceiving Teller estimated that the deposits had 

aggregated one-third more than those of Tues- 
day. Mr. Amos R. Eno remained at the bank un- 
til late in the afternoon, but refused to speak of 
the trouble. His son, John C. Eno, was said to 
be out of town. Mr. James A. Trowbridge, the 
new President, spent most of the day at his bank- 
ing office, No. 16 Nassau-street. In reply to a 
question he said that the difficulties had been 
bridged over and that all claims would be paid 
in full. He declined to make any statement of 
the bank’s condition. 

During the afternoon Bank Examiner Scriba, 
who had visited the Second National Bank upon 
instructions from Washington, telegraphed the 
Controller of the Currency that guarantees for 
all deficiencies had been secured, and that money 
would be supplhed to the bank until the run 
ceased. The capital was declared to be intact, 
with a small surplus. 

All day yesterday the most strenuous efforts were 
made to keep private the facts concerning the 
defalcation of John C. Eno. Of several Directors 
of the bank, who were approached on the sub- 
ject, only one would express an opinion or give 
any information, and he said quite emphatically 
that John C, Eno 4 or to goto Sing Sing. The 
officers of the bank bad no opinion but that the 
bank was in good condition. 

By an instrument recorded yesterday Mr. Amos 
R. Eno has revoked a certain power of attorney 

iven by him to his son, Join C. Eno, in 1875. The 

ocument further recites that all powers of any 
kind or date heretofore given to John C. Eno are 
revoked. Thesignature of William Walter Phelps 
oprare as the name of the witnessing party. J. 

. Eno yesterday mortgaged the property at Nos. 
225 and 227 South Fifth-avenue to William Heath 
for $50,000. . 

At the office of A. Dyett & Co., No. 80 Broad- 
way, yesterday, Mr. Norton, one of the firm, said 
that everything was now going smoothly with 
them. e added: “ Before eaying anything 
further about our affairs, I want ask you to 
correct a statement p iblished conveying the im- 
pression that the Continental Bank had over- 
certified our checks a few daysago to the amount 
of $2,000,090. This is unfair to both 6urselvesand 
to the bank, and is not so. It is true our checks 
were certified to that amount, but we had stocks 
going. out all that day, and as the checks for 
them came in we deposited them, and kept our 
account good. 

* Now,” continued Mr. Norton, “I will say that 
we are perfectly solvent, and, as a proof of it, 
are accepting orders and ene gs business as 
usua!. When Mr. Dyett received the first order 
this morning, which was to bell some Union Pa- 
cific, he had a delicacy about accepting it. He 
went to William Heath & Co. and asked Mr, 
Heath if he thought. under the circum- 
stances, he was justified in executing it. 
Mr. Heath said, ‘Certainly, you are per- 
fectly solvent and there is no_ earthly 
reason for your not continuing your_business 
as usual.’ Mr. Dyett then went to the Exchange 
and sold the stock, no one raising any question 
about the transaction, and we have found all 
day that there has been no hesitation exhibited 
on the pe of members of the Exchange to 
trade with us.” 

* Will you lose a money on accotint of the 
Second National Bank complications?” 

“Under ordinary circumstances and with 
anything ‘but a panic in stocks we could not 
lose acent. The loan of $700,000 we negotiated 
on collaterals from the Continental Bank is am- 
ply protected, as they have about 30 cent. 
margin on it. But what money we 1 lose in 
the end it. is impossible for us to tell, as it de- 
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nds upon whether our stocks wili be "pressed 

or sale, and, if they are, whether they will be 

slaughtered by being thrown upon the market in 
its present condition,” 

Dyett & Co.’s customers are standing by them 
in their troubles, not only giving orders as usual, 
but several have- offered also pecuniary help to 
tide them over their difficulties. : 

Mr. E. D. Randolph, President of the Conti- 
nental National Bank, whose action in refusing 
to certify the checks of Dyett & Co. has been 
the subject of much harsh criticism on Wall- 
street, was seen yesterday in regard to the matter. 
“The certification of checks,” be said, “is an 
ynseparable feature of banking as conducted 
inthiscity. Every bank without an exception 
has to do it toa more or less extensive degree, 
and the evil lies only—mark me well—in 
the abuse of it, or in the relaxation 
of proper restraint and security. I myseif 
have always been an earnest advocate of the 
adoption of some system of clearance or periodic 
settlements akin to the methods in use in the 
European money centres and in Philadelphia. 
Iam perfectly convinced that this system ap- 
p!ied to New-York would give great relief, both 
to the banks and to the community, and would 
serve to avert nine-tenths of the anxiety _inci- 
dent to a period of excitement such as this.” 

“What do you say to the sharp comments 
made on your action in Wall-street to-day? 
Many people bave attributed the disasters of to- 
day entirely to you.” 

Mr. Randolph smiled contemptuously. 
too supremely absurd to think of,” he exclaimed. 
* How vould any sane person say that such a 
trivial affairjas our action of yesterday would pre- 
cipitate the state of affairs we have had to-day. 
The attempt tolay it at our door is more than 
folly. The real cause of the trouble,” he added 
presently, “‘asT take it, is the catastrophe of 
the Second National Bank, coming directly on 
the heels of the Marine Bank disaster, and fol- 
lowed so quickly by the troubles in the Metro- 
politan Bank. I think people are traveling a 
ong wav out of their path when they foolishly 
mention the Continental National Bank in the 
same breath as the panic of to-day. Dyett & 
Co... by the way, have settled their account with 
us.’ 

“Do you think many persons regard your 
action favorably ¢” . 

“See here,” said Mr. Randolpb, taking up a 
paper, “ thisisa telegram. You can read it and 
take it as a sample of the dispatches I have been 
receiving all day long from ail parts of the 
country.” The telegram ran: “ Accept con- 
gratulations on the prudent course you have 
taken, as reported in the papers of to-day.” 

“T am astonished to hear,” continued Mr. 
Randolph, “that people cannot recognize the 
fact that what we did was for their safety.”

COMMENCEMENT AT PRINCETON. 


FORTY-THREE NEW MINISTERS FROM THE 


THEOLOGICAL SCHOOL. 

PRINCETON, N. J., May 14.—Dr. William 
Paxton was inaugurated as Professor of Hom- 
iletics and Pastoral Theology last evening in the 
First Presbyterian Church. Dr. Gorman, of 
Lawrenceville, delivered the charge. Dr. Paxton 
made an address on the subject, ** Christianity as 
Advanced by the Church, the Preacher, and the 
Pastor.” He also discussed the problem of reach- 
ing the masses with the Gospel. 

At 10 o'clock this forenoon, in the seminary 
chapel, Dr. McLean, Vice-Presidentof the Board 
of Trustees, made an address to the graduating 
class, which numbers 43 men. He gave them 
some practical advice, and urged them to take 
up some especial study asan adjunct to their 
regular work. Intellectual culture, he said, is 
what the ministry needs and must: ave. Thor- 
oughness should be their motto. He then pre- 
sented the diplomas to the graduating class, 
atter which the Alumni ociation met, 
the Rev. Henry Van Dyke presiding. Dr. 
Chambers was elected President for the coming 
yea>. Dr. Chambers read a paper on “ Progress in 
Theology.” He claimed that such progress was 
evinced by the classifications and more thorough 
definition of the established truth. We must 
not part with any of the old tenets. A new the- 
ology, prima facie, he pronounced wrong. There 
always had been advancement, and always 
would be in the churches’ history. 

The discussion was thrown open to the house, 
and Dr. Edwards, of Princeton, spoke and argued 
against some of the ideas advanced in the paper. 
He affirmed that theology had always known 
God, His love for man, and the got end 
force of truth. This was ultimate, and nothing 
more could be discovered or advanced. Dr. Mc- 
ee asked to speak on the subject, but de- 
clined. 

Dr. Paxton announced that $6,000 would be 
spent in fixing up the students’ rooms during 
the vacation. Dr. McCosh said that in the 
curriculum and the arrangement of the vaca- 
tions of next year provision would be made in 
the seminary for those who wished to study 
philosophy in the college. It was reported that 
39 of the Alumni had died during the last year. 
At 20’clock the Alumni dinner was given in Stu- 
art Hall. This closed the Commencement cere- 
monies.

THE WORK OF CONGRESS. 


‘* CALAMITY” WELLER OBJECTS TO A 
FINANCIAL BILL—THE GRANT RELIEF 
BILL. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—An attempt was 
made this afternoon in the House to pass 
the Dingley bill relating to national bank cir- 
culation, but owing to the opposition of ** Calam- 
ity” Weller the attempt failed. It is believed 
that the bill can come up as a privileged 
measure to-morrow morning and that it will be 
passed. This bill provides that the Secretary of 
the Treasury may invest funds deposited by 
national banks and redeem circulation in United 
States bonds. There is at present about $60,000,000 
in the Treasury, held to secure notes of national 


banks which have gone out of business, and if 
the bill passes the Secretary can put about five- 
sixths of the money in circulation at once. 

Senator Cockrell, of Missouri, one of the Demo- 
cratic members of the Committee on Military 
Affairs, was not in the Senate yesterday when 
the bill placing Gen. Grant on the retired list 
of the army was passed. To-day he rose 
in the Senate ang, said he desired 
to announce that did not concur 
in tie favorable report upon 
made by the Military Committee. “I was,” said 
Mr. Cockrell, “unavoidably absent yesterday, 
and did not know until this morning that the 
Senate had acted upon the bill.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE DEMOCRATIC 
STATE CONVENTION. 
OLD TICKET ENTHUSIASTICALLY IN- 
DORSED—GOV. ABBETT TO HEAD THE 


DELEGATION TO CHICAGO. 

TRENTON, May 14.—To-day’s Democratic 
State Convention showed that the Democratic 
sentiment of New-Jersey is for the renomination 
of the old ticket, and, while the delegation chosen 
to represent the State in the Democratic National 
Convention was not specifically instructed to 
support Tilden and Hendricks, they were yet ad- 
vised that the renomination of the men of "76 
was the wise and proper thing to do under the 
circumstances. This advice was not given, how- 
ever, till the whole programme of the convention 
had been mapped out and the men who were to 
carry it out had been practically selected and 
designated, and the preliminary canvassing that 
resulted in their designation had been conducted 


purely on personal grounds, and without any 
reference whatever tothe make-up of the na- 
tional ticket. 

The whole morning was spentin the prelimi- 
nary caucuses. There was but little discussion 
about the delegates at large. “Tom” Flynn 
made a little diversion in Passaic against Gov. 
Abbett and Senator McPherson, because the 
Governor had refused to make hima Judge in 
retaliation for his bolt against the caucus that 
nominated McPherson for United States Senator 
a@ year ago, and there was a disaffection in 
Gloucester, but in all other parts of the State it 
was agreed by common consent that the 
United States Senator and the Governor 
were the proper men to lead the dele- 
gation at Chicago. Through the influence of 
these two Alderman James Smith, Jr., of Essex, 
was made quite as sure of the thira place on the 
weneral ticket. They were for Attorney-General 
Stockten too, but found him a heavier load to 
carry; first, because he had been a constant at- 
tendant at Democratic National Convention: tor 
many years, and, secondly, because South Jersey 
thought she ought to have some recognition at 
the hands of the convention. Dr. William L. 
Newell, of Milleville, made, for these reasons, a 
fight against the Attorney-General that came 
near being a successful one, but the Attorney- 
General was finally chosen bya majority that left 
him some votes to spare. 

The main interest was in the local caucuses for 
district delegates, and the most exciting of these 
was that in the Second Congressional District, 
which had after all to be settled in open conven- 
tion. Ex-Sheriff Laverty, the Keeper of the 
State Prison, who isa very close friend of Gov. 
Abbett's, was among those anxious to secure one 
of the two places within the gift of the district 
caucus. R. M. J. Smith had an ambition at one 
time to be Prosecutor of the Pleas in Mercer, but 
Gov. Abbett spoiled it by appointing his com- 
petitor, the son of Chief-Justice Beasley. By 
way of .“ getting even’ Smith decided to beat 
Gov. Abbett’s friend Laverty, and called the rem- 
nants of the wrecked and broken State House ring 
to his aid. The four counties in the district— 
Burlington, Ocean, Mercer, and Atlantic—had 
separate caucuses, but were unable to make a 
choice between the two. One hour Laverty was 
on top; then a delegate or two were taken from 
him, and he became the underdog. The candi- 
dates and their friends continued the button- 
holing of delegates up to the time when the dis- 
trict was cailed in convention to name its men. 
Senator H. B. Smith was the choice of all the coun- 
tics for one delegateship; but when the four coun- 
ties were polled for the other there wasa hopeless 
division. The district was passed in the hope that 
they might settle their difficulties. When they 
were called a second time they were not ready. 
Friends of both candidates crowded into the aisle, 
and u scene of confusion ensued. Three counties 
finally announced their vote. The failure or 
success of either depended, upon Atlantic. Her 
vote as first cast gave Laverty within one vote, 
but the accuracy of the announcement was dis- 
puted, and the district was passed a second time, 
while delegates flocked to Atlantic’s quarters to 
make votes for their favorites. Finally the result 
Was announced. Atlantic cast 8 votes for R. M. 
J. Smith, and 9 for Laverty. The9 votes were not 
enough to give the Keeper a majority, and Smith 
was declared elected, so that the district will be 
represented by two Smiths. 

In the Fifth District Mr. McPherson's defiant 
bolter, Flynn, of Passaic, wanted to be a dele- 
gate. It was assumed that the Senator would 
make an effort to defeat him, and it had been 
arranged that, to dispose of Flynn, no Passaic 
man should be chosen, but that the men taken 
be chosen from Morris and Bergen. Bergen, 
however, spoiled the programme by coming 
down without a candidate, and Flynn waschosen. 
Morris chose Carman F. Randolph, and Fiynn 
and he were made district delegates. 

Daniel F. Crean had but little Gppeaiion asa 
delegate from the First District. It was tacitly 
understood that the second Man should be a 
Camden man. Editor Semple and Councilman 
Pfeiffer wrangled over the place, and a Glouces- 
ter man was taken in the person of Andrew J. 
Steelman. 

In the Third District ex-Congressman Miles 
Ross, the Cheesequakes statesman, bad the ele- 
ments well in hand, and heeasily worked a com- 
bination that made is son, Millard F. Ross, and 
Sheriff Brown, of Monmouth, the two delegates. 

Senator John Carpenter, Jr., of Hunterdon, 
was unanimously selected as one of the Fourth 
District men, but, as in most of the other dis- 
tricts, there was a warm rivalry for the second 
place. Somerset wanted Matthew H. Vander- 
veer; Warren was for a man named Schwarz- 
weller; Sussex agreed to abide the agreement of 
the two counties. Senator Beatty, who hoped 
himself to have the backing of the Warren dele- 
gation, succeeded at the end in fishing enough 
votes out of the Warren delegation for Vander- 
veer to make the Somerset man successful. 

In the Sixth District Gottfried Kreuger and 
William H. Harrigan had been selected several 
days ago, and Hudson, which is the Seventh Dis-

A CHICAGO ALDERMAN SHOT. 


MICHAEL GAYNOR FATALLY WOUNDED BY 
A POLITICAL ENEMY. 

Cnricaco, May 14.—At 10:30 o’clock last 
night Alderman Michael Gaynor was shot, prob- 
ably fatally, by James Dacey, an employe in the 
County Agent’s office. The shooting took place 
in the saloon at No. 87 South Halsted-street. Dacey 
greeted Gaynor with the remark: ‘“ Won't 
you shake hands,” and then came forward ané 
extended his hand toward Gaynor, but the latter, 
without accepting it said: ‘* Come, take a drink, 
Dacey.”” The invitation was repeated several 
times, when Dacey drew a revolver and placing 
the muzzle almost against the back of the Alder- 


man’s head, fired one shot. The ball entered two 
inches back of and above the right ear. Tne 
wounded man fell without even a grown. The 
patrol wagon was calied for and it was with 
difficulty that the crowd could be kept from 
Dacey before the arrival of the police. 
He himself anticipated violence an was 
greatly excited. As he _ passed to _ the 
— wagonf the crowd surged about 

im and threatened to take him from the police. 
The latter had arrived in large numbers and 
formed a double line, through which Dacey was 
taken to the patrol wagon, which was then 
driven rapidly to the — station. A portion 
of the crowd foilowed the wagon to the station 
and hurled imprecations and threats after the 
prisoner. He was placed in a cell and no one 
was permitted tospeak with him. 

As nearly as could be ascertained the trouble 
grew out of the election yesterday to fill the 
office of Alderman of the Ninth Ward, made 
vacant by the death of the late Alderman Foley. 
Alderman Gaynor favored Mahoney, the 
regular Democratic nominee, while Dacey 
espoused the cause of Murray, the Independent, 
and this difference of opinion had engendered 
hard feelings, which Dacey had increased by a 
— spree. Michael] Gaynor was born in 
Younty Meath, Ireland, in the year 1346, but came 
to this country with his parents when only a 
child. He lived for some time in Milwaukee, 
but spent the greater pirt of his life in 
this city, having lived here over 30 years. He 
was elected Alderman of the Ninth Ward two 
years ago, succeeding Johh M. Smyth. The late 
Alderman John Foley was his colleague, and it is 
asingular fact thatAlderman Gaynorshould have 
received probably his death wound the night fol- 
lowing,the election of Alderman Foley’s successor 
and in the saloon which belonged to his late col- 
league. The Alderman is alive to-night, but can 
barely survive until morning.

A FURGED DEED SET ASIDE. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 14.—Hiram Oneal 
and others, Trustees of the Second Colored Bap- 
tist Church, known as Mount Zion Church, sued 
Mr. A. M. Rheinhardt for possession of a lot on 
Baker-street, and asked that certain deeds held 
by him covering the property be canceled. The 
property was bought by the Trustees of the 
church in 1869. In 1870 the Rev. Orven George 
was Pastor of the church. He was a carpenter, 
and helped to build the edifice. For his work the 
church owed him over $300. When he asked for 


a settlement the church gave him a note for 
$200 and refused his offer to take the corner 
half of the Jot for his debt. The church 
called him to the Pastorate for life, and granted 
him the use of the lot for his residence. In 1880 
Mr. George died, when it was found that he held 
what purported to be a deed in fee-simple to half 
of the lot in question. He haa deeded this to his 
wife for life, with the remainder to his sons, 
Madison and Jefferson. They, upon getting con- 
trol, sold the lot to Mr. Rheinhardt. The church 
people ousted Mr. Rheinhardt's tenants, and 
then brought the suit just tried. They alleged 
that the deed peepouee to have been made by 
the Trustees to Mr. George was a forgery, and 
two of the alleged makers so testified. The jury 
found that the deed to George was a forgery, 
and that the title to the property was in the 
church, and that the title to the deeds held by 
Mr. Rheinhardt should be canceled, The verdict 
gave great delight to the whole membership of

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THE STATE CIVIL SERVICE 


THE REFORM BILL FINALLY SENT 
TO THE GOVERNOR. 

FIREMEN AND POLICEMEN NOT EXEMPTED— 
ACTION ON OTHER IMPORTANT MEAS- 
URES—THE DEAL FOR SPOILS GIVEN UP, 

ABaxy, May 14.—The Civil Service Re 
form bill, after many vicissitudes, has finally 
passed the Legislature in the shape that is in- 
dorsed by its friends, and it now goes to the 

Governor for his approval. Mr. Clinton had 

charge of the bill, and to-day he presented the 

report of the conference committee for the ap- 
proyal of the Assembly. The Senate confer- 
ence committee had already agreed to 
the report, and only the action of the 
lower house was necessary to send the bill 
on its way to the Executive Chamber. The 
friends of the bill were doubly fortunate in hav- 
ing Mr. O'Neil, of Franklin, in the chair, Speaker 

Sheard having called upon him to preside in his 

absence during the early portion of the morning 


session. 

The enemies of the bill sought to delay action 
upon the conference committee’s report. Mr. 
Dayton desired to amend so as to exempt In- 
spectors and Poll Clerks from its provisions, and 
Mr. Olivér was eager to assist any move that 
would send the bill again to the Senate, and thus 
increase the chances of its being lost in the 
hurly-burly of the closing hours of the session. 
Mr. Hubbell, of Monroe, raised the point of order 


that all this debate over the report was irreje- 
vant and out of order, and Mr. O'Neil was 
prompt to take advantage of the technicalities 
of the rules—technicalities, by the way, that fully 
sustain the position he took—and he ruled the 
point of order well taken. Gen. Husted as 
ome moved to cut off further debate, and 
he vote was ordered upon the report. There 
Was an uproar among the opponents of all civil 
service reform, and Mr. Van Cott, Democrat, 
of the Twenty-third New-York, stalked down 
theaisle to * insist upon his rights” and to appeal 
from the decision of the Chair. Mr. Van Cott is 
opposed, as he himself has declared upon the 
tioor, to all civil service reform. The sentiment 
of the House was against him, and he was com- 
pelled to take his seat, denied the privilege of an 
appeal in which he must have been overruled. 

The report was adopted by 70 to 26. Those who 
declared that civil service reform is offensive to 
their nostriis by voting in the negative were the 
following Republicans who wear the collar of 
John J. O’Brien: Messrs. Binder, Dayton, Kittle. 
and Charles Smith, of New-York; Forsyth ard 
Zimmerman, of Albany; Joyce, of Oneida, and, 
as usual, Veeder, of Schenectady. The Demo- 
crats who wear the John J. O’Brien collar; 
and who were hence recorded against 
civil service reform, were Messrs. urns 
and Nagle, of Kings; Clarke, Donnelly, 
Duffy, Jones, Murphy, Murray, Oliver, Roche, 
Rosenthal, and Varn Cott, of New-York, and 
Felter, of Rockland. The other Democrats who 
opposed the bill were Ackroyd, of Oneida; 
Barnes, of Schuyler: Harpending, of Yates, and 
Maher, of Albany. The bill, as it was passed, 
amends the civil service act of last year so as to 
make that act applicable to every city in the 
State. The objectionable section, added on its 
previous passage through the Assembly, ex- 
empting firemen and policemen was stricken 
out, and these two bodies of public servants are 
now amenabie to the civil service law. 

The general tax law, which has been prepared 
after laborious service on the part of Mr. Little- 
john’s Ways and Means Committee, was report- 
td and passed. It taxes property assessed for 
the general fund at the rate of .95 mill, where 
last year the tax was1.3 mills. There isa reduc- 
tion made also in the tax tor the canal fund, that 
fixed for the present year being .23 mill, while 
last year it was .3 mill. Altogether the reduc- 
tion in taxation proposed by the present Legis- 
lature is, accorditig to Mr. Littlejohn’s state- 
ments, over $2,000,000. 

The Ways and Means Committee introduced a 
nll, which was promptly passed, appropriating 
$250,000 additional for the work of stone-cutting 
and‘inside finishing on the new Capitol, to be ex- 

nded under Commissioner Perry’s direction. 

e bill went through the Senate with dispatch, 
and is now before the Governor. 

The Assembly passed the Kiernan bill, amended 
go af to tax outside banks doing business in 
this State upon the amount of capital actually 
ewuployed in the State; the Titus bill, prohibiting 
the letting of the labor of children under 16 
years of age in the houses of refuge, re- 
formatories, and other correctional] institutions 
of the State; the Bond-street Sewer Extension 
bill of Mr. Taylor, over which the Brooklyn mem- 
bers had their customary growls, Mr. Taylor, Mr. 
Kelly. and Mr. Butler stepping to the front for 
the bill and criticising the opposition raised by 
Messrs. Burns, Earl, and Coffey. Mr.: Kelily’s 
course in snapping the bill along while these 
three members were asleep excited their com- 
bined wrath. Mr. Burns, who has a vitriolic 
tongue, created an uproar by denouncing Mr. 
Keliy’s course as having been inspired by a pro- 
fessional lobbyist, and the tumult was none the 
less abated when Mr. Kelly promptly retorted 
that the statement wasa lie. Mr. Butier devoted 
two moments to Mr. Burns,and taunted kim 
with having opposed every good measure which 
was inthe interest of the people of Brooklyn 
that had been before the Legislature this Win- 
ter. Messrs. Hodges and Heath got the support 
of their friends from the rural districts, and the 
bill was passed.

Lucky indeed will be 
that constituent who goes carefully over the 
journa) and finds Mr. Earl recorded on a single 
good bill which was in the interest of the public 
welfare. A more consistently bad record does 
not attach to the worst rascal in the house. Mr. 
Earl said if it was not so late in the session he 
would draw a@resolution to have the obnoxious 
reporter expelled from the floor. It isa trifie 
late for such a move from such a quarter. The 
prudent member from the Twelfth, it might be 
added in parentheses, had, prior to his speech, 
travelled about to see how many votes he could 
secure for such a resolution. The outlook was 
60 discouraging that he was compelled to aban- 
don the attempt and to substitute vilification 
for exile. 

The consolidated building act was reported by 
the Howe special committee and passed. The 
committee amended the bill that came from the 
Senate, and it now meets the approval of the 
various Exchanges and the Fire and Building 
Departments of New-York. It provides for a 
Board of Appeal, composed of one representa- 
tive of the Architects’ Association, one of the 
iron trade, one of the Real Estate-dealcrs’ Asso- 
tiation, (who shall be either an architect or a 
mechanic,) one of the Board of Underwriters, two 
of the Mechanics and Builders’ Exchange, (one 
of whom shall be a master carpenter, the other a 
master mason,) and the Superintendent of the 
Buildings Bureau. The provisions requiring the 
use of automatic doors on elevators and legislat- 
ing Superintendent Esterbrook out of office are 
dropped, and the height of fire-proof = 
hereafter erected is limited to 70 feet. The bill 
goes to the Senate for concurrence. 

The Gibbs Sinking Fund Commission bill and 
an amendment to the Civil Service law, enabling 
State officers to contribute to election purposes, 
were passed, The Van Cott bill enlarging the 
jurisdiction of New-York district courts was 
vetoed by the Governor. The Senate resolution 
directing the appointment of three Commission- 
ers to examine and report upon the Civil Code to 
the next Legislature was adopted. The Shoe- 
maker Grain Elevator bill was lost by 56 to 32. 
Messrs. Howe, Roosevelt, Hubbell, Welch, and 
Kelly were appointed a committee of conference 
upon the Fifth-Ayenue Paving bill, which the 
Senate declines to approve in the form in which 
it was amended and improved by the Assembly. 
There was great disgust among the New-York 

liticians at the composition of the committee 

‘or they desired the committee to be appointed 
from the New-York members. 

The Senate entered upon its labors this morn- 
ing with as much unconcern and freedom from 
hurry as if it had. four months instead of 48 
hours to complete the large amount of work be- 
fore it. Nearly half of the session was consumed 
in windy diseussion over a resolution of Mr. 
Thomas to authorize the Governor to appoint 
three Commissioners to examine the Field Code 
and make amendments thereto and decide upon 
the ex iency of its adoption, and report to the 
next gisiature. The resolution was finally 
adopted. 

The Assembly amendments to the Register’s 
and Surrogate’s bills, suggested by the Governor, 
were concurred in and the bills will now be re- 
turned to the Executive. The Fifth-Avenue 
Pavement bill, as amended by the Assembly, was 
called up, and after a long debate the Senate re- 
fused to concur in the amendments, and a Con- 
ference Committee was appointed consisting of 
Senators Gibbs, Daggett, and Otis. The Assem- 
bly amendments limited the appropriation to 
$45,000, which, those acquainted with that kind 
of work deciared,would be insufficient to provide 
such 2 pavement as was needed, The work is to 
be done by the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund, who are to advertise for proposals. As- 
semblyman Heath’s bill, appropriating $125,000 
to provide equipments and .uniforms for the 
National Guard, was passed.

MRS. VALENTINE’S DOCTOR. 


THE STRANGE INFATUATION OF A WEALTHY 
BROOKLYN WIDOW. 

Some time ago public attention was at- 
tracted to proceedings in the Kings County 
Court of Sessions, instituted by the Commission- 
ers of Charities and Correction against Mrs. 
Catharine A. Valentine, a wealthy young widow 
residing at No. 19 Cranberry-street, on Columbia 
Heights, Brooklyn. The Commissioners sought 
to compel Mrs. Valentine to support her 
aged mother. Yesterday another proceeding 
was commenced before Judge McCue, in the 
Brooklyn City Court, by which Charles H. Joy, 
as next friend of Mrs. Valentine, was authorized 
to prosecute an action in her behalf, the purpose 
of which is to set aside,adeed of her brown- 
stone house in Cranberry-street, which was made 
to one Dr. H. Richardt, of No. 523 Washington- 


avenue. The affidavits upon which the order 
was made contain some extaordinary allega- 
tions. Three years ago Mrs. Valentine, who 
is 87 years old, had the income of $100,- 
000, a large sum of money in cash, and 
securities, and owned the house in which she 
lived. About 1881 a man who is known as Dr. 
Richardt was recommended to Mrs. Valentine to 
treat her for some trouble of the eyes. Richardt 
isa plain-looking man about 45 or 50 years of 
age.and he aiways carries with him a myste- 
rious-looking little box. He was in the babit 
of eneee many hours each day in Mrs. 
Valentine's house. He claimed. it is charged, to 
have mesmeric power, and he finally got Mrs, 
Valentine so completely. under his control that 
she became estranged from her family, and 
— her father, mother, and brother out of 
oors. 

When the Charities Commissioners commenced 
peewee against Mrs. Valentine to compel 

er to support her mother the fact was discov- 
ered that she had transferred her house to 
Richardt for a consideration set down in the 
deed at $15,000. Mrs. Valentine’s relatives be- 
lieve that the deed was givén without any con- 
sideration, and they charge that Richardt’s ob- 
ject is to get all Mrs. Valentine's property 
away from her. In an _  aflidavit made 
~ | Mrs. Sarah Schoonmaker, the mother 
of Mrs. Valentine, the deponent says, speak- 
ing of her daughter: *“ Since her acquaintance 
with Richardt she has ceased to attend the 
church of which she was long a member, and re- 
fuses to allow any males to enter her house ex- 
cept Richardt, who is there almost continually. 
Bhe is entirely forsaken by her former friends. 
and is constantly under Richardt’s intiuence and 
alone in his society. Deponent has heard Rich- 
ardt become terribly abusive of her daughter in 
afitof jealous “y She pacified him by telling 
him her love for him. Deponent has seen her 
daughter act as if in great fear of Richardt. 
Richardt claimed to be able to mesmerize the 
deponent’s daughter, and the deponent has seen 
her daughter’s seven-hundred-and-fifty-dollar 
diamond pin in Richardt’s possession.” 

The relatives of Mrs. Valentine express the be- 
lief that if she is once removed from the infiu- 
ence of Riehardt her mind will be restored; that 
her natural affection for her family will return, 
and that she will be once more competent to 
manage her own affairs. The revelations made 
in the case have given occasion to much eom- 
ment in fashionable society in Brooklyn. Charles 
H. Joy, who has been authorized to commence 
the action to set aside the deed on the ground 
that Mrs. Valentine is not competent at present 
to manage her own affairs, is the husband of Mrs. 
Valentine's sister.

THE GAS MONOPOLY. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 
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I ask a space in the columns of your val- 


uable paper to enter my protest against the ex- 
orbitant and insolent demands of the amalga- 
mated gas companies of this city. The millions 
of money they have unfairly taken from the con- 
sumers in the last 30 years will greatly exceed the 
sum total heretofore gained by all other rings or 
monopolies in this Metropolis. Here area few 
powerful corporations among us holding valua- 
ble charters and franchises who seem to be ex- 
empt from every restriction or obligation to the 
people which other corporations hereare subject 
to. They make no sworn statement to the pub- 
lic of theirearnings and expenses, as our railroads, 
banks, and insurance companies are compelled to 
do; neither do they pay any adequate tax or 


royalty into the city Treasury for these valuable 
rants. The public should know who are the 
avored individuals that hold these valuable 
franchises from the city and which by right 
should have yielded to the city Treasury at least 
$30,000,000 by this time. The exclusive privilege 
to levy trivute on the gas consumers at the rate 
of $225 per 1,000 feet should be worth about 
$2,000,000 annually to any company. The gas 
supplied in this city costs less than 75 cents per 


1,000 feet to make and the consumers are charged 
a profit of more than 200 percent. on it. Then 
abcut as much more is often added to their bills 
through the deviltry of the meter. 

By some cunning device which consumers do 
do not understand the amount of their bills is 
increased each successive year without receivin 
any additional quantity or quality of light. { 
will give an example of this manipulation for 
five years in one of the buildings I own: 

Twelve months’ bills of 1879 and 1880, previous 

to the formation of the ring £1,157 62 
Twelve months’ bills of 1880 and 1881, after the 

formation of the ring 8,105 04 
Twelve months’ bills of 1881 and 1882, after

Here is arecord of extortion that is disgraceful, 
if not criminal, and it is the opinion of eminent 
lawyers that such acts are illegal, and that the 
money obtained jin this way can be recovered. 
These unfair methods to gain money are in their 
results to the citizens as mischievous as those em- 
ployed by Tweed and his gang. I have tried to 
keep down the amount of my bills by the most 
rigid economy and by using smaller burners and 
gas regulators, but all my efforts have been un- 
availing—the bills go on incréasing. I am simply 
teen dor oy mages loaded dice. These greedy sharp- 
ers make up their own bills and measure their 

as with their own meters, and not one of ten 

housand consumers understands the mystery of 
the meter to know how to detect a fraud or error 
in his bill. We arein the hands of a powerful 
and unscrupulous monopoly, whose extortions 
have become intolerable. 

I have personally appealed to the managers of 
some of these companies calling their attention 
to the increase in their billsand their extortion- 
ate nature, and I received but one answer from 
them all—that they had made a combination and 
had fixed the price and agreed to hold it there, 
and no concession could be made. These fel- 
lows laugh at their victims when pleading for 
fair and honorable treatment, and seem to 
think their scheme a good joke instead of 
the infamous swindle that it is. I be- 
lieve the time has come when these people 
can be extinguished and their gas turned 
off. I for one propose to resist the demands of 
this defiant band of plunderers until I can buy 
my gas as I do my food andclotbing. Atthe 
present time this combination, is using every 
effort to swallow up or buy off the Equitable 
Gas Company, ny started to supply better gas 
ata cheaper rate. [am informed that the offer 


of 10 per cent. annual dividends on its capital of 
$2,000,000 has been made, provided it will make 
no gas and leave tne field clear.

STOCK BOUGHT WHEN HE WAS INSANE. 

In February, 1881, a Sheriff’s jury de- 
clared Cornelius Seguine Johnson to be of un- 
sound mind. About a month previous to this 
event Mr. Johnson bought from the firm of Stone 
& Done 5,000 shares of the Jones Bonanza Min- 
ing Company at $10, paying $50,000 for them. 


The committee of the person and property of 
Mr. Johnson sued Messrs. Stone & Done to compel 
them to take back the stock and return the 
money, alleging that the stock had, and has, no 
market value, ayd that Mr. Johnson was incom- 
petent to make’ a contract when he purchased 
them. The defendants answered that the stock 
was purchased from them without their solicita- 
tion; that at the time Mr. Johnson's manner 
did not indicate that he was of unsound mind 
and that they had no notice of his insanity until 
long after the contract was executed. 
Questions as to whether Mr. Johnson was in- 
sane when be purchased the stock were tried be- 
fore Judge Lawrence in the Supreme Court, and 
yesterday the jury found that he was.
